Injured 

The sources said 25 of the 
casualties were seriously injured 
in the accident which occurred at 
1.10pm (0740 GMT). 

They quoted .a passenger as 
saying the driver suddenly 
applied the brakes just before the 
t rain left the track. 

Dr Thomas Verghese, deputy 
director of Quilon district hos- 
pital, bad said that at least 200 
people . were unaccounted for 
before the casualty list was 


updated, with some of the miss- 
ing found dead. 

Some 500 people who were 
injured were taken to a hospital 
in the town of Quilon. 10 
kilometres (six miles) from the 
crash site in Kerala slate. 
' officials at the hospital said. 

Seventy-five victims were 
admitted; 25 others in serious 
condition were rushed by 
amb ulance to a larger hospital in 
the Kerala capita! of Trivan- 
drum. and the rest were treated 
and released, officials said. 

The accident occurred when 
- the 14-car Island Express 
derailed near Quilon. SO 
kilometres (30 miles) from 
Trivandrum about 1:15 pm 
(0745 GMT), police in Quilon 
said. 

Chief constable Vellu Kutty 
said the dead included 60 men, 20 
women and five children. 

Three passenger cars sank in 
water 20 to 30 feet (six to nine

-MANAMA. July 8, (Agencies): 
Two supertankers, one Greek 
and one .Cypriot, were ablaze 
after Iraq announced its war- 
planes raided three “maritime 
targets” offlran overnight, ship- 
ping executives said today.

Iran denies 
overtures 
made to US 

NICOSIA, July 8, (Agencies): 
The Iranian Foreign Ministry 
yesterday dismissed statements 
that Iranian officials had made 
overtures to Washington and 
said they were attempts to divert 
attention from the Airbus 
tragedy. 

US Secretary of State George 
Shultz said yesterday that in 
recent months, Iran had showed 
interest in contacts with Washin- 
gton through third parlies. 

A ministry spokesman, 
quoted by Iran's IRNA news 
agency, said Shultz* remarks 
were untrue and aimed to divert 
world attention from the down- 
ing of an Iranian airliner. _ 

Shultz said the United States 
had sent word it was willing to 
talk to authoritative Iranian 
representatives, but there had 
bran no. definite result. 

“Shultz* claims are aimed at 
cooling down the wrath of the 
Iranian people and other 
Muslims throughout the world 
over the US crime and legitimis- 
ing its illegal military presence in 
the Gulf,” the Iranian spokes- 
man said. 

But, adding confusion to the 
issue a senior US official said the 
US recently received “auth- 
oritative” overtures from Iran- 
ian officials seeking to improve 
bilateral relations. 

31 die in Afghan 
car bomb blast 

MOSCOW, July 8, (Reuter): A 
car bomb exploded in the eastern 
A fghan city of Jalalabad today, 
filling 31 people- and seriously 
injuring 33, the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported.

ABERDEEN. Scotland. July 8. 
(Agencies): Rescuers said today 
they had abandoned hope of fin- 
ding survivors among 149 men 
missing after an oil rig blew up in 
the oil industry’s worsLsuch disa- 
ster ever. 

With 64 survivors and 17 
bodies recovered, officials said 
the death toll was likely to reach 
166. 

“We of course gave up any 
chance of finding anyone else 
alive, most regrettably, at sunset 
last night." 24 hours after the 
disaster. Aberdeen search and 
rescue region commander Derek 
Ancona told the British Broad- 
casting Corp. 

Resigned 

US oil troubleshooter Paul 
“Red" Adair was summoned to 
help douse the fire flickering in 
the devastated North Sea hulk 
and to seal leaks that the Coast 
Guard said were still causing 
sporadic explosions of gas bulv 
bling to the ocean surface. 

Police said the only non- 
British survivor was Eric Roland 
Paul Brianchon from Rangon, 
France who was in serious condi- 
tion at the Aberdeen Royal Infir- 
mary. An incomplete list of the 
dead and missing included only 
one foreigner, Jurgen Tilo 


Stwerka, of Hessen, West Ger- 
many. 

Meanwhile, some 1 20 workers 
on British Petroleum's West Sole 
gas platform resigned collec- 
tively today, saying they were 
concerned about safety in the 
high-risk North Sea oil and gas 
industry. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher flew today to Aber- 
deen. capital of the Scottish oil 
industry, to console the bereaved 
and visit many of the injured 
whom she said were displaying 
"great inner strength." Prince 
Charles and Princess Dianna 
were expected in the early even- 
ing. 


Armand Hammer, the 90- 
year-old chairman of the US 
Occidental Petroleum, which 
owns the rig. flew in from Los 
Angeles, landing at Aberdeen’s 
airport where flags were at half- 
staff. He conferred with com- 
pany heads in Aberdeen before 
going to visit injured survivors at 
the Royal Infirmary. 

“From what the doctors tell 
me it looks like they are all going

US may offer reparations 


Iranian plane was within 
prescribed air corridor 


WASHINGTON, July 8, (Agen- 
cies): The Defence Department 
acknowledged yesterday that an 
Iranian A-300 Airbus shot down 
by a US warship was within a 
corridor for commercial airlin- 
ers, but it said that alone did not 
guarantee the plane's safety. 

Meanwhile, the US is con- 
sidering to offer reparations with 
the White House saying the 
country will not shirk its moral 
responsibility. 

Exchange 

“An airway is not a safety 
zone,” said chief Pentagon spok- 
esman Don Howard. “It doesn’t 
mean that everything inside (here 
is a safe aircraft, that it's all com- 
mercial traffic ... all this means is 
that within that zone, within that 
area, the air traffic control auth- 
orities have agreed to track air- 
craft..” 

The Fact that the airliner was in 
a civilian air corridor did not nile 
out the possibility In the mind of 


the skipper of the USS Vincen- 
nes, CapL Will C. Rogers III. 
that he faced an attacking F-14 
fighter, Howard added. 

The spokesman said that Iran 
must share some responsibility 
for the deaths of the plane’s 290 
passengers and crew because the 
Airbus took off from a military- 
civilian airport at Bandar Abbas 
during an exchange of fire bet- 
ween the Vincennes and Iranian 
Boghammar gunboats. 

“The Iranians are the ones 
who bear the responsibility for 
ensuring that if they are the ones 
who provoke the hostilities, they 
are the ones who began the 
shooting in this incident, that 
they ensure the safety of their 
civilian aircraft by not sending 
them into harm's way.” Howard 
said. 

Howard said that computer 
tapes from the Vincennes were 
under study by Navy experts and 
would determine if the airliner 


was actually sending an elec- 
tronic signal which identified it 
as an F-14. as the Pentagon says. 

The Pentagon says the air- 
craft. was sending two lypes of 
identification signals — one used 
strictly by military jets and 
another by both military and 
civilian aircraft. 

Data 

US military investigators 
analysed data from Vincennes 
and two other warships yester- 
day. 

The Vincennes was anchored 
at Bahrain alone with the frigate 
Elmer Montgomery and the mis- 
sile frigate John H. Sides. Both 
frigates had been in the Strait of 
Hormuz when the Iran Air A-300 
Airbus was destroyed last Sun- 
day. 

A spokesman for President 
Reagan said in Washington, the 
US is moving closer to a decision 
on offering reparations for the

Only 37 of those on the rig 
were ’directly employed by 
Occidental. Hammer said the six 
who survived, and the families of 
ihe 3 1 who died, would gel com- 
pensation settlements worth 
about £100,000 (5170,000) each, 
plus lifetime pensions. 

Hammer said Occidental 
would fix compensation for the 
other employees, who worked 
for 25 different contractors, after 
studying their insurance arran- 
gements. 

Energy Secretary Cecil Park- 
inson said a public inquiry into 
the disaster, to be held in Aber- 
deen, would be headed by “an 
eminent Scottish legal figure” 
who would be named shortly.

‘Fry and 
die, or jump 
and try’ 

ABERDEEN. Scotland. July 8, 
(Reuter): Oil workers dived 
more than 200 feel (60 metres) 
into the North Sea to escape 
flames which engulfed their 
drilling platform. 

“It was a case of fry and die, or 
jump and try." said Roy 
Carey yesterday. He told 
reporters he kept himself alive 
by thinking of his wife and 
family until rescuers plucked 
him from a sea full of debris 
and other desperate 
survivors. 

Specialists were flown to Aber- 
deen Royal Infirmary to carry 
out skin grafts on the severely 
burnt. 

Carey. 45. his eyes closed by 
bums and his arm in a sling, 
described from his hospital 
bed how he bad to jump when 
smoke on the Occidental 
Petroleum platform became 
so thick that he could no lon- 
ger see or breathe. 

“I didn’t have lime to think it 
over. There was clear water 
below me so I just went 
straight through the railing. I 
didn't have lime to go over 
iL" Carey said. 


Tehran rejects violent retaliation New radar

DUBAI, July 8, (Agencies): 
Tehran’s military chief today 
rejected violent retaliation 
against the United States for 
shooting down an Iranian 
airliner. 

In Tehran and Abu Dhabi, 
weeping mourners demanded 
revenge for the deaths of 290 
people aboard the Iranian Air- 
bus. shot down by the American 
cruiser Vincennes over the Gulf 
on Sunday. 


But Iran’s military chief Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
Speaking as thousands chanted 
"Death to America" and “Death 
to Reagan.” told Friday prayers 
worshippers at Tehran Univer- 
sity there would be no violent 
response against the United 
States. 

Warning such a course would 
turn world opinion against Iran, 
he said the place for revenge was 
on the warfrom with Iraq. 


“The United Stales is trying to 
push us into committing a crime 
as bad as the attack on the Air- 
bus." he said. "Wc are trying not 
to do that." 

Rafsanjani said he had heard a 
report that the American people 
appeared to be accepting 
Washington's explanation Lhat 

the downing of the plane was 
justified according to the infor- 
mation available to the captain

PARIS. July 8, (KUNA): 
Kuwait will soon receive a new 
radar system from the US to 
monitor aircraft flying at low 
altitude. Western sources were 
quoted here today. 

The Arabic weekly Al Mohar- 
rer. said Kuwait has signed a S24 
million agreement with the Wes- 
tinghouse Corporation to 
acquire the low altiLude 
surveillance radar. LAS. 


WASHINGTON. July 8, (Reu- 
ter): The Senate has voted to 
eliminate air-to-ground 
Maverick missiles from a pro- 
posed 51.9-billion US sale of 
weapons to Kuwait. 

The ban was proposed by a 
group of Senators as an amend- 
ment to a foreign aid appropria- 
tions bill and approved by voice 
vote after virtually no debate. 
The bill was later approved and 
will have to be reconciled with a 
House of Representatives ver- 
sion that does not include the 
Maverick ban. 

The administration presented 
to Congress on Thursday the 
proposal to sell 40 F-18 fighters 
and a variety of missiles to 
Kuwait and defended the sale by 
saying the Gulf nation needed- 
the arms to meet threats from air, 
land and sea. 

Proposal 

The sale is opposed by some 
members of Congress who fear a 
threat to Israel and proliferation 
of sophisticated weapons in the 
Gulf. The proposal was disclosed 
informally last month. 

Deputy Assistant Defence 
Secretary Edward Gnehm told 
members of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee the sale 
included Maverick “G", which 
has a 300-pound warhead and 
had not been sold previously to 
foreign customers, as well as the 
■ older 125-pound-warhead 
Maverick "D". Members of 
Congress said the sale included 
200 “D" and 1 00 “G” versions. 

Senate opponents of the sale, 
led by Democrat Dennis Decon- 
cini of Arizona and Republican 
Arlen Specter of Pennsylvania, 
said the Mavericks were unique 
heat-seeking missiles lhat had 
previously been excluded from a 
Saudi arms sale but had been sold 
to Bahrain and EgypL 

Specter said that before the 
missile was sold to an Arab 
nation it should renounce force 
and recognise Israel's right to 
cxisL 

Gnehm said Kuwait would 
probably buy British, or French 
or even Soviet aircraft ifitcould 
not buy US F- 18s. 

Submission of the Kuwait 
arms package to Congress came 
amid new tensions in the Gulf 
following the downing of an 


Iranian airliner on Sunday by the 
US cruiser Vincennes, with the 
loss of 290 lives. 

Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
Slate, Peter Burleigh said 
Kuwait's request “is a fun- 
damental part of Kuwait's 
programme lo upgrade its 
deterrent capability into the next 
century." 

He said Kuwait had been the 
victim of “Iranian-sponsored 
terrorism” and repealed attacks 
by Fran on its territory and com- 
mercial interests. Kuwait backs 
Iraq in the Gulf war with Iran. 

Reassure 

“Kuwait faces current or 
future threats from air. land and 
sea from more than one direc- 
tion" Burleigh said. 

He said Kuwait has chosen a 
policy of balance and neutrality 
in the region and that it was in U S 
long-term interests to have 
moderate nations such as 
Kuwait play a more active role in 
the Gulf. 

In addition to the F-18s and 
Maverick missiles the package 
includes Harpoon air-to-sea mis- 
siles, Sparrow and Sidewinder 
air-to-air missiles, laser-guided 
bombs and cluster bombs. 

Burleigh sought to reassure 
members of Congress that the 
package would pose no threat to 
Israel, saying that the F-I8s 
lacked the range to strike the 
Jewish state and would not be 
based in any other country. 

The Kuwaiti request, he said, 
was a strong indication of the 
growing relationship between 
Kuwait and the United States. 

Package 

Democrat Lawrence Smith of 
Florida, opposing the proposed 
sale, said such an arms package 
should be sold "only lo those 
allies who have a full record of 
proven co-operation with the 
United Slates — criteria the 
Kuwaitis surely would not sat- 
isfy.” 

An aide said Smith would 
introduce a resolution disap- 
proving the sale. In order to 
thwart the sale such a resolution 
would have to be approved by 
the House and the Senate and a 
probable presidential veto would 
have to be overriden by a two- 
thirds majority in each chamber. 


Japan to provide 
navigation systems 


TOKYO, July 8, (AP): Japan will 
give 670 million yen (55.1 
million) in emergency aid to 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait for 
navigational systems to guide 
ships through the war-lorn Gulf, 
the Foreign Ministry said today. 

A statement said 382 million 
yen (52.9 million) in grants 
would go to Saudi Arabia to ins- 
tall the system, which will mon- 
itor closely the location of vessels 
plying the Gulf. Another 290 
million yen (52.2 million) will be 
given to Kuwait for a similar 
system, the statement said. 

“Under ihe strained situation 
in the wake of the Iran-lraq war 
... it is becoming an imminent 
issue to ensure the safety of 
navigation of shipping from the 
humanitarian standpoint and for 


the stability in the region." the 
statement said. 

The announcement partially 
fulfils a pledge made last 
October, when Japan agreed to 
contribute a 5 10-million naviga- 
tion system lo help Lhe United 
Slates protect shipping in the 
Gulf. 

Today’s decision followed 
consultations with members of 
the GCC. 

Similar navigation systems 
will be set up with Japanese aid in 
other council states, local news 
reports said. 

I n add i lion to today’s develop- 
ment, Japan agreed last year to 
provide low-interest loans tota- 
lling 5300 million to Jordan and 
5200 million to Oman to help 
maintain peace in the region. 
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Palestinian assailant held in Gaza 


Four Israeli jailers stabbed 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 8.1 AP): A Palestinian claim- 
ing 10 bt on a visit lo jailed 
relatives in the occupied Gaza 
Strip brandished a knife and 
nabbed four Israeli jailers today, 
hospital officials and Israel 
Radio said. 

Troops arrested the Arab 
assailant after a chase outside the 
Gaza central prison. He is 
believed to be a member of the 
underground fundamentalist 
Islamic Jihad, security sources 
and Israel Radio said. 

The radio said the assailant 
carried two knives and the attack 
appeared ic have been plotted in 
advance. 

Reinforcements 

In the occupied West Bank city 
of Nablus, troops wounded two 
Palestinian youths in a clash with 
demonstrators who hurled rocks 
and empty bottles at them in the 
city's open-air market, hospital 
officials and Arab witnesses said. 

Police and soldiers, mean- 
while. barred Palestinians from 
the occupied territories from 
entering Jerusalem in an effort to 
prevent violent prolests called 
for by underground leaders dur- 
ing Friday prayers a l the A l Aqsa 
Mosque. 


The leaders called for a “day of 
confrontation" at Lhe mosque, 
one of the holiest sites of Islam, 
and police poured hundreds of 
reinforcements into Jerusalem, 
doubling the city's normal police 
force. 

In Gaza city, four Israeli 
prison guards were stabbed by a 
Palestinian assailant in the city's 
central prison during visiting 
hours, said liana Ziv, a spokes- 
woman at Barzilai Hospital in 
Ashkelon. 

Strike 

"Somebody came to visit his 
family in the prison and he 
attacked the guards with a 
knife," Ms Ziv told the 
Associated Press. 

She said two jailers were 
rushed to the hospital by helicop- 
ter and one was in serious condi- 
tion with slab wounds to the 
heart. Israel Radio said two oth- 
ers were taken to Tel Aviv’s Tel 
Hashomer Hospital where one 
was in moderate condition and 
the other Ugh tly wounded. 

In Nablus, Palestinians 
heeded a general strike called for 
by underground leaders, block- 
ing roads with rocks, burning 
tires and ordering merchants to 


close their shops, Arab reporters 
said. 

Israeli troops opened Are on 
the protesters, wounding 17- 
year-old Saed Atallah in the right 
thigh and Mohammed Abdul 
Karim, 22, in the right leg, AI 
Ittihad Hospital officials said. 
The Army said it was investigat- 
ing the reported casualties. 

Observance of the general 
strike was viewed as a test of 
strength between rival Palestin- 
ian groups vying for leadership in 
the occupied territories. 

Two groups identifying them- 
selves as the United National 
Leadership of the Uprising 
issued conflicting leaflets. One 
called for a week long general 
strike beginning Friday, while 
the other ordered two days of 
strikes on Saturday and Sunday. 

Rags 

The Islamic fundamentalists 
also issued a leaflet calling for a 
weeklong strike beginning 
Friday. 

In Bethlehem and Ramallah. 
demonstrators threatened 
shopkeepers who opened their 
stores. One witness in Ramallah 
told the AP he heard masked 
youths telling merchants: "Close 


or we will burn you down.” 

in Gaza city, transportation 
and commerce were halted. 
Palestinian youths burned tires, 
set up roadblocks and bung 
dozens of outlawed Palestinian 
flags from electricity pOIes, Arab 
reports said. 

Also today, the Army erected 
roadblocks at the entrances to 
Jerusalem barring Palestinians 
from entering the city. 

An AP reporter saw four road- 
blocks on a seven -kilo met re 
stretch of road between the 
occupied West Bank town of 
Bethlehem and the southern out- 
skirts of Jerusalem. 

On one roadblock, security 
forces hung a sign which said in 
Arabic: *Tt is forbidden to enter 
Jerusalem.” 

Troops turned back all West 
Bank cars and hundreds of vehi- 
cles were backed up at the check- 
points. 

An Army spokeswoman 
declined comment on the road- 
blocks, saying only that “the 
Army is taking all necessary 
measures, to help the police main- 
tain public order in Jerusalem." 

A police spokesman said hun- 
dreds of extra police were on duty 
to maintain order in Jerusalem. 


Three killed 
in N. Ireland 
violence 

BELFAST. July 8. (AP): 

Guerrillas killed two civilians 
and a soldier in a series of bomb 
and mortar attacks in Northern 
Ireland Iasi night and early 
today, police said. 

Tlie body or a man was found 
thismomingina Held alongside a 
tractor and trailer used in one of 
the mortar attacks on a police 
station at Pomeroy in county 
Tyrone, police said. 

Six civilians suffered minor 
injuries and 80 families were 
evacuated when a second mortar 
attack aimed at the police in 
Stewartstown, about 16 
kilometres away, went astray 
and damaged a primary school 
and several houses, police said. 

Bomb 

No group claimed respon- 
sibility for the attacks. But police 
blamed the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, which has 
targeted the security forces in its 
fight lo end British rule in North- 
ern Ireland and unite the mainly 
Protestant province with the 
overwhelmingly Roman Cath- 
olic Irish Republic. 

In the first incident Thursday 
evening, police said, a bomb 
planted against the inside wall of 
an indoor public swimming pool 
building in West Belfast killed a 
man and a woman and injured 
four other civilians. 

The bomb exploded after 
armed and masked men ordered 
sfalT and members of the public 
out of the swimming pool. 


Strike continues in Armenian capital 

Troops withdrawn from Yerevan 


MOSCOW. July 8, (Reuter): 
Troops and tanks have teen 
pulled out of Yeravan but local 
sources said a strike in the capital 
of Soviet Armenia was still going 
on and the press reported similar 
stoppages elsewhere in the- 
republic. 

A journalist of- the Armenian 
news agency Armenpress told 
Reuters by telephone from 
Yerevan that the troops, who 
were sent in with tanks and 
armoured personnel carriers to 
quell clashes earlier in the week, 
were pulled out on Thursday. 

“There have been no troops in 
the city since yesterday morn- 
ing," the journalist said. He also 
denied reports that a curfew had 
been placed on Yerevan. 


But he said the strike, called on 
Monday to protest over the dis- 
puted Azerbaijani territory of 
Nagorno-Karabakh, was still 
going on. although public trans- 
port was now running for the 
First time in four days. 

On Thursday evening, the 
government newspaper Izvestia 
reported that the strike had 
spread across Armenia. 

“Across the territory of the 
entire republic, a considerable 
part, i f not the majority, of indus- 
trial and construction enterpr- 
ises and transport are still not 
working." Izvestia said. 

Pravda today quoted local 
authorities in the town of 
Kirovokan. north of Yerevan, as 
saying 70 per cent of enterprises 


there were working. 

And in nearby Dilizhan. 
Pravda said factory workers held 
meetings on Thursday before 
derided against going on strike. 
“After expressing support for the 
demands expressed in Opera 
Square, the Dilizhan people still 
derided to work." 

Opera Square in Yerevan has 
been the centre of demonstra- 
tions and meetings since the 
Nagorno-Karabakh issue flared 
five months ago. Up to a million 
people took part in protests in 
February without any reports of 
violence. 

Official reports say 36 people 
were injured in the airport cla- 
shes, and a 22-year-old youth 
died in related violence.

UK should 
part ways 
with US for 
Iran ties 

NICOSIA. July 8, (Reuter): Iran 
said on Thursday its relations 
with Britain could improve if 
London stopped following the 
US line on the Iran-Iraq war. 

A spokesman for Iran’s 
Foreign Ministry, quoted by the 
Iranian news agency IRN A, said 
no significant improvement in 
relations was conceivable while 
the British government held the 
same stance as Washington on 
the downing of an Iranian pas- 
senger plane carrying 290 people 
by a US warship. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher in a statement on 
Sunday regretted the loss of life 
but endorsed the US version of 
events and upheld the right of 
American forces to self-defence. 

Iran and Britain reached final 
agreement on Wednesday over 
payment of compensation for 
repair of their embassies in Lon- 
don and Tehran, both damaged 
in disturbances several years ago. 

Britain Will pay Iran about 
£1 .8 million ($3.07 million) while 
Tehran will pay the equivalent of 
$1.68 million in rials. 

The Iranian spokesman said 
the agreement could help remove 
other probjems in the way ofrjpr- 
malised relations, -• - . - »

But a basic change in relations 
“would depend on Britain’s 
decision to adopt an independent 
policy towards the Islamic 
Republic and avoid following 
US policies on the war and other 
regional issues," he said. 

Iranian leaders have announ- 
ced a new foreign policy 
approach to win more friends 
around the world. Parliamentary 
speaker Ah Akbar Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani said on July 2 it was 
wrong to “constantly make 
enemies.” 

Relations between Iran and 
Britain chilled a year ago after a 
series of diplomatic expulsions 
and withdrawals touched off by 
the arrest of an Iranian consular 
official in Manchester accused of 
shoplifting. 


9 die as store roof 
collapses in Texas 


B ROWNSVl LLE, Texas, July 8, 
(AP): Workers searching for 
people feared trapped amid tons 
of sled and concrete today res- 
cued a woman who had been 
pinned for 1 5 hours after a depar- 
tment store collapsed. At least 
nine people were killed and 43 
injured. 

Hundreds of onlookers 
cheered as the woman was 
carried from the huge pile of rub- 
ble and taken to a first aid station 
across the street Authorities 
were unable to immediately give 
her name or condition. 

Another woman and two chil- 
dren remained trapped, police 
spokesman Sgt Dean Poos said. 

“They were able to get close 
enough to touch them (the 
survivors), give them some fluids 
... but they were not able to pull 
them out.” Poos said. 

Storm 

Labouring under portable 
floodlights early today, rescuers 
with dogs and sensitive micro-* 
phones worked through the 
night to reach the survivors. Poos 
said. 

Hundreds of rescuers working 
through the night removed 
debris with tractors, a crane and 
finally by hand, fearful of further 


injuring any trapped survivors. 

“It looks real bad,” Cameron 
county sheriff Alex Perez said. 
“It’s a disaster. It was just like a 
bomb hit that comer store 
there.” 

Thre three-storey La Tienda 
Amigo, known as Amigo Store, 
collapsed Thursday afternoon 
during a storm that dumped 
more than 5 centimetres of rain in 
less than 30 minutes. Some wit- 
nesses said as many as 125 people 
sought shelter inside the down- 
town building before it crum- 
bled, but Poos said only about 50 
had been inside. 

The store was half a block 
from the international bridge 
across the Rio Grande River to 
Mexico. When the storm began, 
a large number of Mexican 
nationals “were running there to 
get out of the rain. The store was 
packed,” sheriff’s Lt Johnny 
Castillo said. 

A woman sitting in a car in 
front of the store was among 
those killed when the roof and 
walls collapsed. 

Rescuers cut through a wall 
inside an adjacent store to reach 
some of those trapped. Linens 
and clothing blown from the 
store by high winds were used to 
wrap the wounds of the injured.

Zia may ease tax 
crackdown 


ISLAMABAD. Juiy8, (Reuter): 
Pakistani President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq said yesterday he 
might soften plans for a crackd- 
own on tax dodgers, only two 
days after his finance minister 
had ruled out any changes. 

The official APP news agency 
quoted Zia as assuring a delega- 
tion of businessmen: “There is 
nothing which should be taken as 
the last word in such matters... 
the government is always respon- 
sive lo genuine demands and sug- 
gestions.” 

Pleading 

The presidential decree incor- 
porating the measures, which 
were announced on June 26 and 
which businessmen denounced 
as harsh and humiliating, has not 
yet been issued. 

The agency said one delegate

sters while pleading for the with- 
drawal of a new sales tax on steel 
products. 

Finance Minister Mahbubul 
Haq had said tax dodgers would 
face up to 14 years in jail, confis- 
cation of property, loss of all 
stale benefits and a ban on con- 
testing in elections. 

He vowed on Monday to stick 
to the proposals, despite" busines- 
smen’s threats of protest. 

But APP quoted him as telling 
yesterday's meeting that the 
government would not hesitate 
to change its mind “if the busi- 
ness community eslablished that 
any of the budgetary measures 
was against the national 
interest.” 

Officials had said they expec- 
ted the crackdown to yield an 
extra Rs 2.5 billion ($140 million) 
in revenue.

Security alert in Karachi 


KARACHI, July 8, (Reuter): 
Pakistani police tightened 
securipr at an American airline 
office in Karachi and around the 
airport on Thursday following 
the sentencing to death of five 
Palestinian hijackers, police said. 

Security staff at the Pan Am 
office were increased while air- 
port officials confirmed they 
were on top alert 
Extra security checks at the 
airport caused long delays for 
passengers, many of them pil- 
grims taking special flights to 
Makkah in Saudi Arabia. 

A special court in Rawalpindi, 
near the capital Islamabad, sen- 
tenced the Palestinians to death 
on Wednesday for the 1 986 plane 
hijack and murder of 22 people.

Boeing 747 for 16 
hours at Karachi airport before' 


Pakistan commandos stormed 
the aircraft in an assault which 
ended with 22 dead and 100 
wounded. 

Action 

The US State Department 
praised Pakistan for the death 
sentences, saying the court's 
decision “is an important action 
in bringing Lhe rule oflaw to bear 
against terrorists.’' 

Western diplomats in 
Islamabad said there were strong 
indications that some at least of 
the five would hang if they lost 
their appeals against the death 
sentence. They have 30 days to 
appeal. 

President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq has always been tough on 
terrorism, a diplomat said, 
adding that he did not believe the 
sentences would cause any great 
public anger in strongly Islamic 


Pakistan. 

In 1985, one of four men sen- 
tenced to death for the 1981 
hijacking of Pakistan Inter- 
national Airlines plane to Kabul 
and Damascus was hanged des- 
pite international calls for 
clemency. The three others had 
their sentences commuted to life 
imprisonment. 

Praise 

The father of a young Indian 
flight attendant killed in the 1 986 
hijacking of Pam Am airliner has 
praised the Pakistan court which 
sentenced his daughter’s killers 
to death. 

Neerja Misra, 23, was posthu- 
mously given India's highest 
civilian award for bravery for 
alerting the flight crew of the Pan 
Am jet when the hijacking at 
Karachi airport began.

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Dutch minister to 
visit West Bank 
Palestinian camp 


THE HAGUE, July 8, (AP): 
Dutch Foreign Minister Hans 
van Den Broek is to visit a Pales- 
tinian refugee camp on the 
occupied West Bank during a 
trip to Israel later this month, the 
Foreign Ministry confirmed here 
today. 

The planned tour on July 1 8 of 
the Qalandiya camp, 10 
kilometres north of Jerusalem, 
marks another step in the Neth- 
erlands' gradual disengagement 
from its formerly unflagging 
loyalty to the Jewish state. 

The trip to the occupied 
territories is part of a two-day 
visit by Van Den Broek and 
Premier Ruud Lubbers to Israel 
on the occasion of that nation's 
40lh anniversary.

The Israel visit, which has been 
postponed several times because 
of the ongoing Palestinian upris- 
ing In the occupied territories, 
has been the subject of considera- 
ble controversy here.

Last Fatah stronghold falls to dissidents 

Arafat loyalists 
quit Beirut camp 


BEIRUT, July 8.(Reutei* Some 
200 defeated Palestinian 
guerrillas, loyal to PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat evacuated 
their last stronghold in the 
Lebanese capital today. 

The fighters left Bourj Al 
Barajneb refugee camp watched 
by hundreds of weary refugee 
women, elderly men and children 
at the rubble-sirewn entrance, 
eyewitnesses said. 

The evacuation of the Arafat 
loyalists to the southern port city 
of Sidon followed the seizure of 
the camp — the largest set- 
tlement in Beirut — by Palestin- 
ian dissidents led by Abu Musa. 

Women and children wept and 
wailed as sons and brothers left 
the camp. Elderly men, tears in 
their eyes, embraced the fighters 
and wished them luck. 

Evacuation 

“It is as if I lost a beloved son 
or husband.” sobbed a 50-year- 
old woman who watched the men 
leave in four trucks and two 
civilian cars, escorted by Syrian 
troops. Lebanese police and 
some leftist factions. 

The fighters, clad in olive 
green military fatigues and bran- 
dishing automatic rifles and 
rocket-propelled grenades, mar- 
ched to the trucks from the 
narrow alleyways of the. camp 
chanting slogans vo wing support 
to the Palestine Liberation 


Organisation (PLO) leader. 

They were among 1.200 Arafat 
followers fighting against the 
Abu Musa forces for control of 
the battered Bourj Al Barajneh 
camp since April. More than 1 10 
people werekilled in the fighting. 

Yesterday, Abu Musa 
guerrillas won the final battle for 
the control of the ruins almost 10 
days after they captured the 
nearby Shatila camp forcing 
more than 100 Arafat loyalists 
out to Sidon. 

“When my daughter died in 
the fighting I did not feel as sad as 
I feet now. Our homes have been 
destroyed. The camp is now 
without any men. Our security 
and support is gone. God knows 
what will happen to us" said Umm 
Ibrahim. 

Many distressed women fain- 
ted as they said farewell to their 
sons. 

Palestinian sources said some 
Arafat supporters were still in 
Bourj AJ Barajneh after today's 
withdrawal and an estimated 400 
guerrillas had surrendered or left 
over the past week. 

Women and Fatah comman- 
der Sultan Abu Al Ainein were 
among the evacuees. 

Syrian troops and Abu Musa 
guerrillas now control Bourj AJ 
Barajneh 's maze of hills of rub- 
ble. garbage and the shell- 
pocked concrete houses and tin 


shacks. 

Palestinian sources and 
political analysts said the loss of 
the two shantytowns in Beirut 
was a serious political an'd 
military blow for Arafat, despite 
his publicised reconciliation with 
Syria’s President Hafez Al 
Assad. 

It also strengthened Syria's 
role in Lebanon ahead of 
presidential elections in the war- 
tom country. 

Welcome 

The evacuees arrived in 
Sidon 's Ein El Hilweh refugee 
camp to a warm welcome from 
fellow Fatah guerrillas. 

“The heroes are welcome 
amongst their brothers,'* chan- 
ted a group of guerrillas at the 
entrance to Ein El Hilweh who 
fired their automatic rifles in the 
air in the traditional welcome. 

Women ululated and threw 
rice and rose water at Lhe convoy 
as it drove slowly into shantyt- 
own, the largest Palestinian 
refugee camp in Lebanon with a 
population of nearly 50.000. 

Abul Ainen, talking to repor- 
ters aL Ein El Hilweh, said Fatah 
fighters were ousted from Beirut 
“as a result of plot.” 

“The plot aims at finishing the 
PLO,” Abul Ainen charged. He 
refused to elaborate on the 
remark. 


Another 
car bomb 
hits Kabul 

ISLAMABAD, July 8. (API: 
The second car bomb in two days 
went off On Thursday in Afghan- 
istan's capital, killing one per- 
son. Kabul Radio reported. Six 
died in the explosion a day 
earlier. 

In a late report about a 
guerrilla rocket attack on the 
dty. Western diplomats said a 
West German free-lance journal- 
ist was among the wounded. The- 
diplomats, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, did not give 
his name. 

Kabul Radio said seven peo- 
ple were killed in the rocket 
attack on Wednesday afternoon. 
The car bomb that killed six peo- 
ple exploded earlier in the day 
□ear the building that houses the 
Communist Party central com- 
mittee. 

Western diplomats and 
leaders of Muslim guerrillas figh- 
ting the communist government 
say security around Kabul has 
deteriorated since the Soviet 
Union began pulling its troops 
out of Afghanistan under an 
agreement mediated by the 
United Nations. 

Diplomats said on Thursday 
they had confirmation of reports 
that guerrillas captured Moham- 
mad Agha, a district capital 40 
kilometres south of Kabul in 
Logar province. It is astride the 
Logar road, which the sources 
described as the only remaining 
secure route south from Kabul. 

Cordovez 

UN envoy Diego Cordovez, 
who negotiated the withdrawal 
agreement in Geneva, met in 
Kabul on Thursday with Afghan 
leader Najib. who uses only one 
name. Cordovez is due in 
Islamabad today. 

The agreement was signed on 
April 14 by Pakistan and Afgh- 
anistan, with the United States 
and Soviet Union as guarantors. 
The insurgents, who are suppor- 
ted by the United Slates, were left 
out of the negotiations and have 
said they will ignore the resulting 
accord. 


Shultz renews pledge to ASEAN 


US to help Vietnam refugees 


BANGKOK, July 8, (AP): US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
told Southeast Asian leaders 
Thursday they do not stand 
alone m dealing with the tide of 
refugees still fleeing Indochina 
13 years after the end of the war. 

“The commitment of the 
United Stales to resolve lhe 
Indochinese' refugee problem is 
as strong today as it has been in 
the past," Shultz said. “We have 
come a long way ... now we 
solemnly recommit ourselves to 
stay the course.” 

Shultz admitted a long-stand- 
ing policy by Southeast Asians to 
grant temporary asylum to the 
refugees was in jeopardy and 
proposed a mix of strategies, 
including a Bangkok-based 
working group that would “craft 
new approaches.” 

Shultz spoke at the opening 
season of a three-day "dialogue” 
among ,the foreign ministers of 
the Association of Southeast 


Asian Nations and close partners 
Japan, Australia, Canada. New 
Zealand, the European Econ- 
omicCommunityand the United 
States. 

Focusing on Kampuchea, 
Shultz said the US remained 
"unalterably opposed’’ to the 
Khmer Rouge returning to 
power in that country. He urged 
strong support for resistance 
leader Prince Norodom Sihan- 
ouk and non-communist groups 
fighting the Vietnamese in Kam- 
puchea. 

“They represent the political 
alternative to the Vietnamese 
occupation and the Khmer 
Rouge and are key to a Kampu- 
chean settlement," Shultz said. 

He said continued pressure 
had to be exerted on Vietnam to 
withdraw all its forces from 
Kampuchea, but added: “We 
look forward to the lime when 
Vietnam will rejoin the commun- 
ity of nations.” • 


In a closed session. Shultz 
expressed “cautious optimism” 
about the results of talks this 
month in Jakarta among the war- 
ring sides in Kampuchea, State 
Department spokesman Charles 
Redman said. Vietnam. Laos 
and ASEAN also are to lake pan 
in the talks beginning July 25. 

“We do not have an indepen- 
dent plan,” the spokesman told 
reporters. "Our position is sup- 
portive of ASEAN.” 

“The United Stales remains 
unalterably opposed to the 
Khmer Rouge ever again taking 
control in Kampuchea, and we 
believe it is essential that any 
settlement have adequate 
safeguards to prevent, this.” 
Shultz said. 

Foreign Minister Sosuke Uno 
of Japan called for an inter- 
national peacekeeping force in 
Kampuchea and said his country 
would consider funding and 
manning such a force. 


prepares 
for transition 


TEHRAN. July 8, (Reuter): 
Iran's spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini is in good health and 
busily preparing for a transition 
of power without disruptive 
infighting between radicals and 
moderates, diplomats said on 
Thursday. 

The US Central Intelligence 
Agency reported recently that 
Khomeini was terminally ill with 
cancer and would not live out the 
year, they said. 

-But the diplomats, , quoting 
well-informed officials in 
Tehran, said .the 85-year-old 
Khomeini was as healthy asjiis 
years permitted!! 

“You hear these rumours here 
all the time, but as far as we know 
Khomeini is not ill at all," one 
Western diplomat said. 

The imam, enshrined in the 
constitution as political and 
spiritual leader, is, however, tak- 
ing steps to avoid a power strug- 
gle when he eventually dies, they 
said. 

Last month, the speaker of 
parliament, Ali Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani. was given the key 
post of acting armed forces com- 


mander-in -chief. The diplomats 
said this virtually anointed him 
as Khomeini's heir. 

“The transition period has 
already started," one said. “The 
appointment of Rafsanjani was 
already a transitional move.” 

They said Khomeini was also 
clearly shifting his support from 
fundamentalist radicals who see 
themselves as the guarantors of 
the Islamic revolution to prag- 
matic members of thp leadership 
such' as'RafsahjariL' 

’ Khomeini in January issued a 
directive backing pa rtiament and 
the government against con- 
servatives who have held up leg- 
islation they feel would not con- 
form to Islamic tradition. 

He created a council to 
mediate between senior religious 
figures vetting legislation for 
Islamic purity and parliament. 

Ayatollah Monlazeri has been 
officially named Khomeini's suc- 
cessor as Wali Faqih — religious 
leader. But Rafsanjani would 
probably outshine him in prac- 
tical government matters when 
Khomeini died, the diplomats 
said. 


Drug traders 
face death in 
Bangladesh 

DHAKA, July 8. (AP): 
Parliament has approved the 
death penalty for people convic- 
ted of drug offences or trafficking 
in women, government 
statements said today. 

The action was taken late 
Thursday by the 300-seal 
Parliament, in which President 
Hussain Muhammad Ershad's 
ruling Jatiya Party has a four-fif- 
ths majority. 

Ershad was expected to sign 
the new laws quickly. 

The legislation seisa minimum 
penalty of seven years in jail and 
a maximum penally of death for 
drug-related crimes. Earlier, the 
maximum sentence was 10 years 
in jail. 

There had been no law against 
trafficking in women, which has 
been an increasing problem in 
Bangladesh. 

Police and border guards say 
that more than 4.000 women 
have been rescued from being 
taken illegally across the border 
with India this year. 

The security forces say the 
women are lured with promises 
of jobs outside Bangladesh, but 
often end up sold into prostitu- 
tion. 

The new women's protection 
law sets a minimum penally of 
seven years in jail for traffickers 
and a maximum of death. 

Prime Minister Moudud 
Ahmed told the Parliament that 
the new laws would act as a 
deterrent to crimes involving 
drugs and against women. 

Bangladesh 
Army launch 
relief action 

DHAKA, July 8. (Reuter): The 
Bangladesh Army began flood 
relief operations today after nine 
people died in landslips caused 
by heavy rain, bringing the death 
toll from monsoon rains and 
flooding to at least 32, officials 1 
said. 

They said a cabinet meeting on 
Thursday decided to call out the 
Army after the nine were killed 
by landslips in Sunamganj and 
Habiganj districts. 

At least another 23 people 
have died and tens of thousands 
have been made homelessly by 
flooding across a vast •'tea in 
four north-eastern districts of 
Bangladesh. 

Officials said air and rail trans- 
port to the area had been suspen- 
ded because Sylhet airport had 
been flooded and some rail 
tracks were knee-deep in water. 

An official at Dhaka's flood 
monitoring office said hundreds 
of thousands of people were still 
marooned in Lhe Sunamganj and 
Sylhet areas, with many perched 
on the roofs of half-flooded 
houses. 

Weather officials said they 
expected more rain across the 
country in next two days. 
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Growing security ties to 
dominate US-Kuwait talks 


GROWING security ties bet- 
ween the United States and 
Kuwait are likely to dominate 
the visit to Washington by HH 
the Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister of Kuwait, Sheikh Saad 
A1 Abdullah, diplomats have 
said. 

The northern Gulf state, a 
major oil producer and inter- 
national investor, has built up 
unprecedented defence ties with 
Washington over the past 18 
months as its oil tankers and ins- 
tallations came under attack 
from Iran. 

Kuwait will urge the United 
States to keep its warships in the 
Gulf despite widespread criti- 
cism after one accidentally shot 
down an Iranian passenger 
plane, the diplomats said. 

Arms 

Sheikh Saad, the most senior 
Kuwaiti official to visit Washin- 

f Lon in 20 years, will also press 
is country's request to buy 40 F- 
A/IS fighter- bombers and hun- 
dreds of missiles in a SI -9 billion 
deal now before Congress. 

Congress has until the end of 
July to block the sale, backed by 
President Reagan but opposed 
by some congressmen as a threat 
to Israel. 

The official Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA) described it in 
a recent commentary as “a litmus 
test for the seriousness of the US- 
Kuwaiti relationship.” 

The US Senate on Thursday 
voted to eliminate Maverick mis- 
siles from the arms sales package. 

Sheikh Saad is likely to stress 
to Reagan, senior administra- 
tion officials and congressmen 
that the arms fill a defensive need 
to deter Iranian threats, the 
diplomats said. 

Kuwait, which backs Iraq in 
the Gulf war, has accused Iran of 
repeated missile and gunboat 
attacks on its oil lifeline. 

Sheikh Saad is expected to 


press ahead with Kuwait’s 
yielding efforts on behalf of all 
the Gulf Co-operation Council 
countries to bring about a com- 
prehensive settlement of the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Naval build-up 
Iranian hit-and-run strikes 
against ships serving Kuwait 
pushed the Kuwaitis last year 
into chartering three Soviet tank- 
ers and put 1 1 of their own under 
the US flag and three under the 
British red ensign. 

The subsequent foreign naval 
build-up in the Gulf has almost 
eliminated Iranian attacks on 
Kuwaiti shipping although it has 
not halted or even reduced 
threats to other neutral vessels. 

Since the American convoys 
began almost a year ago, two 
Kuwaiti tankers have been hit. 
“It is obvious the reflagging and 
escort operations have been a 
major multilateral success 
story." KUNA wrote. 

“They have clearly deterred 
Iran, secured Kuwaiti oil 
exports, guaranteed the West a 
continued supply of oil and 
- petroleum products and 
involved a large number of coun- 
tries in guaranteeing die freedom 
of navigation in international 
waters.” 


Reagan vowed not to with- 
draw from the Gulf after Sun- 
day's plane disaster but fresh 
questions have been raised in 
Congress and the world about 
American goals. 

Kuwaiti officials have 
privately expressed fears that the 
next US president due to be elec- 
ted in November may not be as 
committed as Reagan to the con- 
voys, diplomats said. 

Kuwait has met congressional 
criticism that it is not doing 
enough to help the operations by 
providing fuel to American war- 


ships and lending a barge to the 
US Navy for use as an observa- 
tion post in international waters. 

But it has stuck to a policy of 
not granting foreign military 
bases — which the US says it 
never asked for — and continues 
to describe its foreign policy as 
strictly non-aligned. 

Peace efforts 

Harsh ' Kuwaiti criticism of 
American support for Israel has 
co n ti n ued and the diplomats said 
the Palestinian uprising in 
Israeli-occupied territories was 
bound to be raised. 

Kuwait was likely to urge 
Reagan to continue Middle East 
peace efforts while reiterating 
support for a Palestinian state 
and US dialogue with the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation. 

It would seek continued US 
efforts to win a global arms 
embargo against Iran to pressure 
it into accepting a UN ceasefire 
resolution, the diplomats said. 

Stabilise 

Sheikh Saad will be accom- 
panied .by Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Saoud Moham- 
med AI Osaimi and Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ali Ai Khalifa AI Sabah. 

They are expected to discuss 
with Energy Secretary John 
Herrington recent efforts by the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) to 
stabilise world oil markets. 
Kuwait plays a moderating role 
within OPEC. 

Trade and investment ties are 
also close. The US is Kuwait's 
second largest supplier after 
Japan, and the Kuwait Invest- 
ment Authority has invested 
billions of dollars in oil revenue 
in US stocks, real estate and 
treasury bills. 

A report by the Kuwait stock 
exchange puts total Kuwaiti 
investment in the United States 
at more than $33 billion. 


Kuwaiti boys 
drown in 
Cairo 

CAIRO, July 8, (KUNA): Two 
Kuwaiti young boys drowned in 
a hotel pool. KUNA learned 
here on Thursday. 

The two boys were identified 
as Khaled Abdul Aziz AI 
Dhafeery (12) and his younger 
brother Faisal (9). They were 
swimming at Mena House 
hotel’s pool. 

First knowledge of their drow- 
ning was received when other 
children screamed for help after 
seeing the two boys at the bottom 
of the pool unmoving, reliable 
sources said. 

After removing the bodies 
from the pool and attempting to 
blow oxygen in their mouths, 
doctors pronounced them dead, 
the sources said. 

The bodies were taken to the 
hospital and Egyptian auth- 
orities are doing the necessary 
formalities to prepare for trans- 
porting them to Kuwait, the 
sources concluded. 


Italy to continue 
Gulf fleet finance 


ROME, July 8, (Reuter): The 
Italian Parliament voted on 
Thursday to continue paying for 
a fleet of ships escorting mer- 
chant vessels in the Gulf. 

The vote, backing a govern- 
ment decree extending finance 
for the six-vessel fleet until the 
end of the year, was passed by a 
78 vote majority. 

Political sources said the secrer 
vote showed some 20 members of 
the five-party coalition, worried 
about the dangers of keeping a 
force in the Gulf following Sun- 
day's shooting down of an Iran- 
ian airliner by a US warship, 
voted against the government. 

The government has come 
under pressure this week from 
opposition parties to withdraw 
the fleet, which was sent to the 
Gulf last September to protect 
merchant shipping after an Iran- 
ian attack on an Italian tanker. 


On Wednesday, Defence Min- 
ister Valerio Zanone said the 
fleet could be reduced again if 
merchant shipping was reorgan- 
ised in the area. Last February 
two ships were brought home. 

But Prime Minister Ciriaco de 
Mita denied press reports that 
the government a had .discussed 
pulling but the ships. 

“It is nottiue thatThegovem- 
ment considered the possibility 
of a withdrawal of Italian ships 
from the Gulf,” de Mita said in a 
letter Co Turin's La Stamps news- 
paper. 

“On the problems of the Gulf 
we have a clearly defined 
political line, shared by all the 
parties of the majority and reaf- 
firmed in Parliament,” de Mita 
added.

Agricultural co-operation 
between Kuwait and Jordan 


THE Jordanian Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Nabeel AI Tahouni, has 
been quoted as saying that 
agricultural co-operation bet- 
ween Kuwait and Jordan started 
recently with the visit to Jordan 
last month of the chairman and 
the director general of Kuwait’s 
Public Authority for Agricul- 
tural Affairs and Fisheries, 
Sheikh Ibrahim AI Duaij AI 
Sabah. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, AJ Tahouni said that the 
co-operation convention bet- 
ween the two countries included 
extending Jordanian expertise to 
Kuwait in the areas of agricul- 
ture, afforestation, veterinary 
science and agricultural market- 
ing. 

Headded that Jordan was con- 
ducting a pioneer project in the 
field of seed production and that 
the Jordanian government had 
allocated a great deal of land to 
be exploited in the project by 
Arab and local companies. He 


commented that the experiment 
was a successful one, although 
Jordan still imported seeds from 
abroad. 

He went on to say that during 
the recent visit to Jordan, Sheikh 
Ibrahim was in agreement with 
Jordanian officials who were 
concerned to send an expert to 
prepare a report on wheat 
agriculture in Kuwait and that 
the Public Authority had decided 
to allocate a part of its lands for 
this purpose. He said that alth- 
ough on the whole there was a 
difference in temperature bet- 
ween Kuwait and Jordan, there 
were, however, comparably hot 
areas in Jordan, such as Ghoura, 
where agriculture had realised 
considerable success. 

Ai Tahouni disclosed that Jor- 
dan’s Ministry of Agriculture 
had decided to provide Kuwait 
with about 500,000 nurseries as a 
grant to the Public Authority for 
Agricultural Affairs and 
Fisheries.

Air India pilots want to

BOMBAY, July 8, (Reuter): Air 
India pilots want to avoid the 
Gulf war zone after the shooting 
down of an Iran Air passenger 
plane by a US warship, the 
Indian Pilots Guild (IPG)said on 
Thursday. 

IPG vice-president Shankar 
Roy said Air India flights from 
Delhi to Gulf cities via Pakistan 
had to fly over Iranian air space 
and through the war zone for at t 
least two hours. 

“You can imagine the kind of 
tension that the crew experiences 
on such flights,” Roy said in an 
interview. 

Iran said all 290 passengers 
aboard an Iran Air Airbus flight 
from Bandar Abbas to Dubai 
were killed when the aircraft was 
shot down early last Sunday. 
Washington said the downing of 
the plane was an unfortunate 
accident. 

“This could happen to any air- 
craft flying in the war zone and 
our route falls exactly on the line 
of firing," Roy said. 

He said the IPG had written on 
Monday to the Civil Aviation 
Ministry and to Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi, himself a former 
pilot for the largely domestic 
carrier, Indian Airlines.

Vincennes 
celebrates 
third birthday 

WASHINGTON, July 8. 
(Reuter): The US cruiser Vincen- 
nes. which shot down an Iranian 
airliner on Sunday, turned three 
years old on Wednesday. 

The 563-fool (171 -metre) 
Aegis cruiser, one of the world's 
most sophisticated ships, is at the 
centre of an investigation under 
way by a Pentagon team in the 
Gulf after the ship used a stan- 
dard-! missile to down the Air- 
bus with 290 persons aboard. 

US officials said the 9.600- 
tonne ship mistook the civilian 
passenger jet on its radar screen 
for an Iranian fighter jet. 

The Vincennes, named after a 
city in Indiana, joined the US 
fleet on July 6, 1985. It was the 
third Ticonderoga Class cruiser 
built to cany the sophisticated 
Aegis tracking and anti-aircraft 
weapons control system.

Tiny insects 
invade Kuwait

INCREASING number of peo- 
ple have been recently complain- 
ing of being bitten by small, whit- 
ish insects. 

However, the. acting Director 
of the Rodent and Insects Con- 
trol Department aLthe Ministry 
of Public Health, Dr Mohamed 
Tania wi Omar, said these insects 
known as 1 'Lcptodemus minuius 
do not cany any disease. 

He said these insects which 
invaded Kuwait last year have 
done so again this year. They 
have been brought by high winds 
from North Africa. Arab Penin- 
sula and appeared in increasing 
numbers after severe dusl- 
storms. The big swarms that tem- 
porarily invaded Kuwait in 1985 
were also due to sand-storms 
accompanied by high winds, he 
disclosed. 

Spraying 

The ministry sprayed insec- 
ticides on Thursday in different 
areas of Kuwait. The Insects and 
Rodent Control Department at 
the Ministry of Public Health 
initiated ’ the spraying 
programme with the Sea Front 
Project. 

Tantawi disclosed that six 
vehicles started spraying insec- 
ticides using fogging machines 
and ULV generators and all 
residential areas would be

covered within a week. 

Dr Nadia AI AJi at the casually 
clinic of Mubarak hospital said 
that a large number of aduitsand 
children visited the clinics com- 
plaining of being bitten by these 
insects. She asked paLienli not to 
worry unduly: as these bites only 
cause irritation to the skin. She 
said these weak insects only 
absorb liquid from the skin and 
not blood. TriconJotion and Cal- 
mine ointment are prescribed to 
people who are allergic to biles. 

Incidentally, several victims of 
these insects reported to Arab 
Times of getting almost 
immediate relief after bathing in 
water to which a little Dettol had 
been added.

Saudi Arabia warns hajis 
against forbidden literature 


BAHRAIN, July 8. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia today warned 
Muslims arriving for the annual 
haj pilgrimage that anyone brin- 
ging books, photographs or 
other pamphlets preaching 
political ideas or propaganda 
would be severely punished. 

“We have noticed that some 
pilgrims carry with them on the 
occasion of haj some booklets, 
photographs and pamphlets to 
preach certain political ideas," a 
statement by the Interior Minis- 
try said. 

“The Saudi Interior Ministry 
would like to draw the attention 
that such things are strictly pro- 
hibited and the ministry will not 
tolerate them." the statement 
carried by the official Saudi Press 
Agency (SPA) said. 

“Those who violate .regula- 
tions will be subject to severe 
penalty.” it added. 

Converge 

Muslims from all over the 
world have already begun to con- 
verge on the holy cities of Mak- 
kah and Madina for die pil- 
grimage. the spiritual climax of 
the Islamic calendar. 

Saudi security forces are 
poised to hail any attempts by 
pro-Iranian pilgrims to stage 


political demonstrations which a 
year ago sparked violent clashes 
with police and led to the deaths 
of 402 people. 

A row with Tehran over the 
number oflranian pilgrims to be 
allowed this year — there were 
150,000 in 1987 — culminated in 
Riyadh's severing diplomatic 
relations in April. As a result, few 
Iranians are expected to perform 
the haj. 

SPA said no authority inside 
or outside the kingdom had the 
right to accommodate pilgrims 
in the two holy cities without the 
consent of the Ministry of Pil- 
grimage and Endowments. 


Mauritanian 
minister ends visit 

MAURITANIAN Minister of 
Information Mohamed 
Haibetna Ould Sidi Haiba left 
Kuwait on Thursday reluming 
to his country after a short visi t to 
the country. 

During the visit, the 
Mauritanian official delivered a

Latest costly US 
misadventure

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): The 
downing of an Iranian airliner in 
the G ulf is but the latest in a series 
of spectacular misadventures by 
the US military. 

President Jimmy Carter began 
the modernisation of US armed 
forces after the Vietnam war. but 
the drive has not guaranteed suc- 
cess. 

On April 14. 1980, Carter 
mounted an elaborate operation 
to rescue 52 Americans held hos- 
tage in the LIS embassy in 
Tehran. 

Eight helicopters from the 
carrier Nimilz set out to ren- 
dezvous in the desert with C-130 
refuelling planes. 

One helicopter had engine 
failure and returned to the 
carrier, a second was brought 
down in a sandstorm and a third 
reached (he rendezvous point but 
could not continue. 

The mission was aborted 
because five helicopters were 
considered insufficient for the 
rescue. Taking ofT Tor return, a 
C-130 collided with a chopper, 
killing eight men. 

An inquiry found that the 
helicopters, designed for anti- 
submarine operations, could not 
operate in the sandy desert air. 

Failures 

The Reagan administration 
vastly increased the US military 
buildup — but had its own 
failures. 

A force of Mairnes landed in 
Beirut to help bring peace among 
warring factions. 

The unit was confined to its 
barracks at Beirut Airport with- 
out a clear-cut mission, and on 
Oct 23, 1983.241 men were killed 
by a single saboteur who drove 
an explosive-laden truck into 
their lightly guarded barracks. 

On ~Oct 25 of that year. 
Marines intended originally as a 
Beirut backup force were diver- 
ted to invade the tiny island of 
Grenada, shaken by a leftist 
coup. 

The mission was to rescue 
American students at a medical 


school. The invading force met 
with unexpected resistance from 
about 600 Cubans, ostensibly on 
the island Lo build an airport lan- 
ding strip. 

It took several days to control 
the island. A Congressiohal 
inquiry later disclosed that the 
invading forces lacked maps and 
the Marines operated on a dif- 
ferent radio frequency from the 
supporting Navy units. 

One Marine officer told of 
using a public telephone lo call 
US Navy headquartes in Nor- 
folk. Virginia, to relay a message 
lo US ships off Grenada's coast. 

On April 14, 1986, an air and 
sea operation designed to dis- 
courge alleged Libyan opera- 
tions destroyed a civilian apart- 
ment building — and according 
to a recent account — failed lo 
■destroy radar installations used 
to target attacking aircraft. 

One American fighter-bomber 
was lost, apparently to coastal 
anti-aircraft missiles. 

On May 18, 1987, the com- 
mander of the frigate Stark, 
which was escorting US-flagged 
vessels through the Gulf, con- 
sidered an approaching Iraqi air- 
craft as friendly and did not 
order it to be fired on. 

Error 

The Iraqi pilot, in an action 
both Iraq and the United States 
officially called an error, fired a 
missile at the Stark, killing 37 US 
sailors. 

The US captain faced a court- 
martial but was allowed to resign 
from the Navy. 

The United States mounted 
the escort operation with sophis- 
ticated weapons against modern 
missiles but none .agarnsL old- - 
fashioned mines. 

In the firs t convoy v <MJvIuly24^. 
1987, the tanker Bridgeton was 
holed by a World War l vintage 
mine, which US officials said was 
planted by Iran. 

It was then disclosed the US 
Gulf force not only had been 
provided with no minesweepers, 
but the entire US fleet had only 
about a dozen operational 
sweepers and all in US ports. 


China enters crucial period 

Crime and protests 
threaten reforms

BEIJING. (Reuter): Chinese 
leaders have ordered Lheir 
security forces to take a tougher 
line on rising crimcand outbursts 
of popular discontent which are 
seen as threatening the country's 
ambitious reform programme. 

Premier Li Peng told a security 
conference in Beijing that 
China's reforms were entering a 
new stage, "a crucial period," the 
official legal news reported on 
Wednesday. 

“ Today's reforms, especially, 
are facing very difficult problems 
such as prices, wages, the labour 
system and other issues." he was 
quoted us saying. "All kinds of 
contradictions are increasing. 
The social situation is becoming 
more and more complex. 

“'Because of this, public 
security organs must adopt long- 
term ideological preparation and 
concrete measures to deal with 
trouble-making, riots, all kinds 
of foreign sabotage, and serious 
crimes,'' Li told the annual meet- 
ing of police chiefs. 

Crime 

Western diplomats said 
China's rising crime wave, 
corruption among Communist 
Parly and government officials 
and an apparent growth in street 
protests were undermining the 
economic reforms inspired by 
senior leader Deng Xiaoping. 

““It's a political issue. Their 
fear of widespread discontent 
has not materialised but they 
want to make sure it is avoided. 
Will it lead to Polish-style food 
riots?" one diplomat asked. 

"It's hard to evaluate the 
strength of popular discontent 
We have so little information. On 
the surface things are generally 
quiet although people are very 
unhappy about price rises,” he 
added. 

Political opponents ol Deng s 
reforms could try and use the 
issue of law and order and party 
corruption as ammunition to 
back a harderline, diplomat said. 

Qiao Shi, a leading pohtburo 
member widely believed to be in 
charge of China's internal 


security apparatus, described the 
present state of social order as 
■“grim”. 

“It will likely be grim in the 
coming years,” Qiao was quoted 
as telling the conference. 

Li ordered the 200 conference 
participants, including leading 
judges and state prosecutors, to 
carry out reform of the public 
security system and mete out 
heavier penalities for serious 
crimes harmful to political 
stability. 

Crackdown 

Since a harsh crackdown on 
crime began in 1983. thousands 
of people ahve been executed, 
according to Western analysts. 

An East European source said 
Chinese police have been study- 
ing methods used by police in 
Poland, Yugoslavia and South 
Korea to curb domestic unrest. 

A 90-minute film of South 
Korean police in action against 
rioting students has been viewed, 
the source said. 

In recent months, Chinese 
police have had to deal with a 
wide variety of situations. 

Last March, hundreds of 
Tibetans fought with riot police 
during anti-Chinese demonstra- 
tions in Lhasa. One policeman 
and at least four Tibetans were 
killed. 

Anattempl by over 100 Beijing 
University students to march for 
more democracy and free speech 
last month was blocked 
peacefully and efficiently by hun- 
dreds of police who sealed off the 
heart of the capital. 

But two weeks later, peasants 
near Beijing alleged that police 
using batons lipped with an elec- 
tric charge brutally attacked a 
crowd of 3,000 villagers protest- 
ing against pollution of their 
water supply. 

This year also saw China's 
worst ever football riots when 
over 1 .000 fans went on the ram- 
page in southern Sichuan 
province, attacking police and 
looting a hotel. 

According lo the minister of 
public security, the number oF 
serious, crimes in China rose by 
25 per cent in 1 987 over 1 986. 


End of the old-fashioned seniority in the US Congr ess 

Aggressive young lawmakers take the lead 

m *0 reform from which to launcl 


WASHINGTON: Thirteen 

years ago, a shock wave hit the 
House of Representatives. Three 
autocratic committee chairmen 
were ousted by the majority 
Democrats, partly at the insis- 
tence of a self-styled group of 
reformers who were swept into 
Congress on the coattails of the 
Watergate scandal. 

“It was the end of the old- 
fashioned seniority system,” 
recalls House Judiciary Commit- 
tee chairman Peter Rodino (D) 
of New Jersey. It was also the 
beginning of a new political 
reality in the House, one where 
once unassailable chairmen were 
forced to consider the wishes of 
even the lowliest freshmen. 

Today, a more subtle change 
in committee leadership is in the 
offing, but one that will influence 
the House for years to come. 

Partisan 

It is a generational changing of 
the guard. The uppermost tiers of 
the House hierarchy are coming 
within reach of the very cadre of 
younger lawmakers who helped: 
launch the revolt against last 
decade's sitting chairmen. These 
prospective leaders promise to be 
more partisan than their 
predecessors, more aggressive in 
seizing opportunities to wield 
legislative power, and more 
adept at mastering the media- 
wise politics of the post-Vietnam 
era. 


"This is a tough bunch coming 
in — very partisan," says Rep. 
Lynn Marlin (R) of Illinois. 
Observes Rep. Mike Synar, a 
fifth-term Democrat from Ok- 
lahoma, “We're looking at some 
major transitions.” 

In fact, some of those transi- 
tions have already taken place, 
hinting at the impact of changes 
still to come. In 1985. Rep. Les 
Aspin, then a seventh-term 
Democrat from Wisconsin, 
leaped over the heads of five 
more-senior members of the 
Armed Services Co mmi ttee to 
depose the sitting chairman, the 
late Rep. Melvin Price (D) of 
Illinois. 

Changes 

Before Representative Aspin 
assumed his post, the Armed 
Services Committee had been 
considered a safe haven for the 
Pentagon; it was comprised mos- 
tly of conserva live champions of 
military programmes who were 
loath lo criticize the Reagan 
administration's defence buil- 
dup. But the panel has been 
reshaped under Aspin's leader- 
ship — its historic pro- Pentagon 
tilt squelched with the addition 
of younger, more liberal law- 
makers. 

Meanwhile. Aspin has joined 
with the Democratic leadership 
to craft a party defence policy. In 
recent years, the committee's 
defence spending bills have 


served as vehicles for leadership- 
sponsored arms control 
proposals opposed by the admin- 
istration. “It's really a different 
place since Les took over,” says 
Rep. Dave McCurdy (D) of 
Oklahoma. 

There have been similar chan- 
ges in the House's Democratic 
leadership. Rep. Tony Coelho, a 
fifth-term Democrat from 
California, won election last year 
to the third-ranking slot in the 
House leadership hierarchy. As 
majority whip. Representative 
Coelho has teamed with House 
Speaker Jim Wright (D) ofTexas 
in refilling a hardball political 
style that usually guarantees 
Democratic- victories and 
infuriates the House's 
Republican minority. 

“What's it like when Tony' 
asks for your vote?” asks one 
House Democrat. “Let’s see — 
ever been propositioned by a 
gorilla?” 

That approach differs sharply 
from the style established by 
Speaker Wright's predecessor, 
former Speaker Thomas “Tip" 
O'Neill Jr. of Massachusetts. 
O'Neill wielded power incons- 
picuously; his efforts were con- 
centrated on building personal 
relationships and cutting back- 
room deals. But, says one 
Democratic leadership aide, 
“We lost some important votes 
with Tip.” 

Wright and Representative 


Coelho’s take-charge approach 
appeals to younger members 
eager to put their agenda to 
work. “We want to win, it's that 
simple,” says Coelho. 

That sort of aggressiveness has 
been picked up by some senior 
House members who are prepar- 
ing to assume the reins of com- 
mittees. When Representative 
Rodino retires next year, he will 
cede his post to another senior 
lawmaker. Rep. Jack Brooks (D) 
ofTexas. But their styles could 
hardly differ more dramatically. 

Cautious 

Rodino built a reputation as a 
cautious legislator who used his 
power more often to obstruct 
conservative social initiatives 
than to advance an active agenda 
of his own. Representative 
Brooks, on the other hand, took 
over the backwater Government 
Operations Committee in 1975 
and transformed it into an 
aggressive instrument of over- 
sight and investigation. 

Both served in 1987 on the 
panel investigating the Iran- 
Contra affair. Rodino's ques- 
tions usually focused on legal 
issues. Brooks, by contrast, 
emerged as one of the most part- 
isan of the administration's 
critics on the panel, dismissing 
more than one top official with 
an expletive. 

‘'The committee will be pop- 
ping under Brooks,” exclaims 


one Democratic Judiciary Com- 
mittee member. Says Rep- .Mar- 
tin Frost (D) of Texas: If Jack 
Brooks were chairman ngm 
now, Ed Meese would be in a lot 
more trouble than he is in. 

The top slots of six other 
House committees a re occupied 
by chairmen in their 70s and 80 s. 
Predicting their successors is an 
uncertain task — it assumes that 
Democrats continue to elect 
chairman largely based on sen- 
iority, and that Republicans, in 
the minority for 34 years, do not 
win a majority in the House. 
Moreover, the heirs apparent on 
some committees are very much 
of the “old breed”. 

But on several committees me 
t ransi tions promise to bring a 
change of style and outlook, if 
not generation. It may be a while 
before the torch is passed on the 
powerful House Appropriations 
Committee, for example. When 
it is, however. Rep. David Obey 
(D) of Wisconsin may well find 
himself chairman. Although he is 
the sixth-ranking member of the 
committee. Representative Obey 
is nearly 20 years younger than 
anyone before him. 

The current chairman, the 
venerable Rep- Jamie Whitten 
(D) of Mississippi, shuns the 
limelight: He has never given a 
press conference. Obey, on the 
other hand, is an outspoken 
liberal who has used the 
appropriations committee as a 


platform from which to launch 
higlKieribel broadsides at the 
Reagan administration. 

Likewise, the qiiicl reign of 
Ren. Augustius Hawkins (D) of 
California over the Education 
and Labour Committee may 
some day give way lo the tenure 
of a more combative partisan. 
Rep. William Ford (D) of 
Michigan. Representative Ford 
is the sort of canny legislator who 
once proposed shutting down 
1 0.000 small-town post offices lo 
comply with budget cuts, know- 
ing the plan would never be 
adopted. 

Republicans view the changes 
with apprehension. The new gen- 
eration of Democratic leaders, 
says Representative Martin, 
“play by their own set of rules.” 

Which could be the 
Democrats' very problem. With 
so many strong personalities and 
agenda in play, a few Democrats 
worry that their colleagues might 
end up finding it tough to agree 
on much of anything. “The 
House will be asserting itself 
more — there’ll be more legisla- 
tion, more watch-dogging.” says 
Rep. Charles Schumer (D) of 
New' York. “Whether all that 
activity will be focused in one 
direction or get thrown out in all 
different directions remai ns to be 
seen.”

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Soviet capital punishment: a bullet

MOSCOW, (UPI): About every 
two days a prisoner is taken from 
a cell somewhere in the Soviet 
Union, a gun is placed to his head 
and the trigger is pulled. Capital 
punishment in Russia is 
traditional and frequenL 

Seventy-one years after 
Vladimir Lenin came to power 
with a short-lived promise to 
abolish the death penalty. Soviet 
officials are again debating the 
subject. 

Soviet television viewers were 
even shown a documentary in 
June on a man held on death row 
for a double killing. The last 
scene showed his empty cell. The 
sentence had been carried out 

Although much about capital 
punishment remains shrouded in 
official secrecy and more than 
half the death penalties in the 
criminal code apply only during 
war. the Soviet list of capital 
offences is still a grim anachron- 
ism by Western standards. 

Crimes such as large-scale 
bribery, theft of state property or 
dealing in foreign currency — 


““economic crimes” that are 
byproducts of the communist 
system itself — can earn the 
guilty a bullet in the head. 

‘“This may sound horrible by 
civilised standards," said Dr 
Vasily Vlasihin, head of legal 
studies at the Institute of US and 
Canadian Studies. ““The point is 
ihe death penalty is here. And I 
strongly object." 

Reform 

The debate on capital punish- 
ment is pan of a broader look at 
the judicial system inaugurated 
under Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. The Supreme 
Soviet, the nominal parliament, 
is now discussing a major reform 
that will lake at least until next 
year to appear. 

Vlasihin is an expert on USlaw 
and many proposals in his 12- - 
page submission to the body 
examining the Soviet legal code 
are borrowed from American 
practice. His desire to end capital 
punishment — as most Western 
countries outside the United 
Slates have done is tempered by 
the same realities US abolition- 
ists face.

“You have to take the public 
mood into consideration.” Vlasi- 
hin said in an interview. Despite 
occasional articles in the state 
press opposing the death pen- 
alty, newspapers say the majori ty 
of letters demand tougher rather 
than more lenient punishment. 

“It’s hard to resist the public 
mood and the conservatives who 
play with that,” said Vlasihin. “I 
realise now that, unfortunately, 
it's unrealistic to abolish it com- 
pletely.” 

Vlasihin believes there is 
agreement only on eliminating 
the death penalty for economic 
crimes. Those instead will draw 
the maximum 15-year sentence 
allowed under Soviet law. 

Death 

Death certainly will be 
retained for murder, he says, and 
also for wartime offences and 
crimes against the state such as 
treason or terrorism. 

Lenin, founder of the com- 
munist state, abolished capital 
punishment when he took power 
in 1917, only to reinstate it dur- 
ing the ensuing civil war. 

With that warended in 1920, it 
was again abolished. But later 
that year Soviet forces were bat- 
tling Poland and the death pen- 
alty was hurriedly brought back. 

Josef Stalin officially aboli- 
shed it in 1 947, replacing it with a 
25-year jail term. Since about 
one-ten tn of ail his prisoners died 
each year, that reform meant 
only a slow death. 

By 1954 the death penalty was 
legally back. Nikita Khrushchev 
restored death for economic 
crimes in 1961 because ofri case 
involving speculators selling out- 
side the state system. At least 10 
people were executed under a law 
made retroactive. 

Officially, the law on capital 
punishment is termed a tem- 
porary measure, existing only 
“until its complete abolition.” 
But even the debate on reaching 
that goal is hampered by the 
secrecy surrounding the Soviet 
penal system. 

Vlasihin says even he does not 
know the number of executions 
each year, despite his govern- 
ment appointment to discuss the 
subject with officials as high as 
US Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Schifter. 

However, he can make an 
educated guess. 


Meese leaving depleted 
US Justice Department

WASHINGTON, (AP): Resign- 
ing attorney- general Edwin 
Meese in will leave the Justice 
Department with inexperienced 
.people in key posts and with 
numerous questions unanswered 
about his own conduct. 

Meese' s announcement Tues- 
day that he will quit short-cir- 
cuited a planned ethical review of 
his activities in his own depart- 
ment, where the Office of Profes- 
sional Responsibility was 
prepared -t© examiner possi ble 
improper conduct by the attor- 
ney ‘general. The review could 
have resulted in a recommenda- 
tion to President Ronald Reagan - 
that Meese be fired. 

Reagan, who has stood by 
Meese during a I4-monib 
criminal investigation that is just 
now ending, issued a statement 
saying “Ed Meese has served the 
American people loyally and 
well” 

Scandal 

The basis for a Justice Depart- 
ment ethics review would have 
been an 830-page report filed 
with a federal court Tuesday by 
indepedent counsel James 
McKay. 

While the filing signified that 
McKay was unable to compile 
enough evidence to seek an in- 
dictment of Meese. sources have 
said the report would be highly 
critical of Meese’s ethical con- 
duct. 

The independent counsel 
looked into Meese’s ties to scan- 
dal-plagued Wed tech Corp., a $ 1 
billion Iraqi oil pipeline and his 
meetings with regional Bell Tele- 
phone executives when he held 


$14,000 in phone company 
stock. 

McKay also investigated an 
arrangement in which members 
of a Washington real estate 
family arranged to pay a 
$40.000-a-year salary for 
Meese's wife and then won an 
office lease renewal with the Jus- 
tice Department 

Meese decided to resign in part 
out of the realization that he 
faces a new and intense round of 
public criticism when the report 
by McKay is publicly issued in a 
few w_eeks, said Justice Depart- 
ment sources, speaking oh condi- 
tioApf aponymity.: ..... 

.By resigning after . it has 
become clear that he will escape 
indictment, but before the mas- 
sive report details his activities. 
Messe is able to declare that he 
has been vindicated, said the 
sources. 

Meese attempted to play down 
the importance of the massive 
document by McKay, saying 
that “anything that may be in the 
report is mere commentary and 
opinion.” 

Vindicated 

Meese declared he had been 
vindicated at the news con- 
ference in California, where he 
made his surprise announ- 
cement. 

“The false allegations have 
been put to rest,” he said. “I have 
stated that I would -not resign 
under a cloud, or until I was 
completely vindicated.” 

Department spokesman Par- 
tick Korten said the prospect of 
an ethical review, which could 
have dragged on for months, was 
not “a major factor" in Meese's 
decision to leave. He said Meese

decided to quit "within the last 
week or so.” after consulting 
with his wife and top aides, 
including counselor William 
Bradford Reynolds. 

Each aspect of McKay's inves- 
tigation involved Meese’s 
relationship with longtime friend 
E. Robert Wallach, who is under 
indictment for alleged racketeer- 
ing in the Wed lech scandal. 

Wallach, interviewed Tuesday 
on the Cable News Network, 
said McKay “spoke to over 100 
witnesses, reviewed thousands 
and thousands of documents and 
came up without a single scintilla 
of evidence of wrongdoing on 
Ed’s part and, I submit, 
therefore, on my part.” 

The deputy attorney-general, 
Harold Christensen, and 
criminal division chief. Edward 
Dennis, have been on the job for 
little more than a month, while 
the deparment's No.3 official, 
associate attorney-general Fran- 
cis Keating, has been on the job 
just two months. 


Afghan rebels conquered peaks 
with prized Soviet weapons

PESHAWAR. Pakistan. (Reu- 
ter): Afghan guerrillas call it the 
king of rifles and say it is worth its 
weight in gold. 

The rebels fighting Soviet 
troops occupying their 
homeland prize one small-arm 
above all others — the AK-74 
assault rifle, ironically, a Soviet- 
made weapon. 

A superior cousin of the 
Avtomat-Kalasbnikova or AK- 
47, this semi- and fully- 
automatic rifle which guerrillas 
call the “Kalakov” is said to be 
issued only to Soviet soldiers and 
not to Kabul government troops 
inside Afghanistan. 

_ “It is the king of arms, king of 
rifles.” said 40-year-old guerrilla 
commander Firoz Khan in the 
north-western Pakistani city of 
Peshawar. 

To get hold of one, a guerrilla 
must personally kill a Russian 
soldier, said Khan, who took the 
lifeofa Russian in Kabul in 1980 
to capture his Kalakov. 

Captured 

Guerrillas have captured large 
caches of weapons, including 
Soviet-made AK-47s used by 
government troops, who for 
more than eight years have been 
supported by Russian soldiers 
sent by Moscow to prop up the 
Kabul government 

The effectiveness of the 
Kalakov, together with other 
weapons captured from the 
Soviet Army, has played an 


important role in the war. 

Fighting still rages in the land- 
locked country but Moscow, 
frustrated by the cost of war and 
failure to defeat the rebels, star- 
ted withdrawing its more than 
1 00.000 soldiers in mid-May. 

All are scheduled to leave by 
Feb 15 next year under United 
Nations-mediated accords sig- 
ned between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan in April. 

For guerrillas watching the 
Russians leave, the withdrawal is 
all the more sweet, knowing they 
have fought the enemy well with 
the enemy's prize weapon.

The rebels say they prefer the 
Kabdcov to the AK^7 — either 
the Soviet-made firearm or the 
more common Chinese-made 
copy supplied to the rebels 
through Pakistan.

HUNKY singer George 
Michael may be one of the 
world's sexiest singers ... but if 
he doesn't watch out he could 
also be one of the quietest. 

For George is just the latest 
in the long line of pop super- 
stars who have had voice 
problems. 

His current 150-date world 
tour, expected to gross a stag- 
gering £35.000,000, has been 
plagued by throat troubles, 
despite a four-hour-a-week fit- 
ness regime designed specially 
to keep him in shape. 

He even hired a £10,000.000 
villa near Cannes in the South 
of France for the European sec- 
tion of the tour so he could fly 
back each night by helicopter to 
ensure plenty of rest 

But it didn't seem to help. He 
had to cancel four concerts on 
the Australian leg of the tour 
and even that wasn't the end or 
it. The 24-year-old singer found 
himself having to take another 
two weeks off m Europe. 

Doctors told him it was the 
only way to protect the voice 
that has already earned him 
£50,000,000. And the ex- 
Wham! star admits he hates the 
whole gruelling business of 
touring anyway. 

He says: “I hate travelling, 
the business of being on the 
road, being protected. You 
have to stay with it when ail you 
want to do is go home and for- 
gei what you do for a living." 

For these days it seems the 
strain of staying at No. 1 can hit 
a bad chord .... especially in a 
top pop star's throat. 

And when their voice is their 
fortune it can be particularly 
worrying. 

The silent fear has struck an 
illustrious line-up ... including 
Alison Moyet, Paul Young, 
Rod Stewart, Elton John, 
Terence Trent D’Arby and 
Annie Lennox. 

D’Arby 

Even topless model Sam 
Fox's cross-over career into 
music has suffered. Her assault 
on the top of the pops suffered a 
setback when doctors dis- 
covered she had nodules grow- 
ing on her vocal chords. 

Pop idol Terence Trent 
D’Arby is risking the perman- 
ent ruin of his voice according 
to his former singing teacher. 

D’Arby, 25, has had a 
meteoric rise in a year that has 
brought him a string of awards. 
The Florida-born, British- 


raised singer has been flavour 
of the year on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 

His name has been linked 
with a string of lovelies includ- 
ing Patsy Kensit and Bob Gcl- 
doFs wife, Paula Yates. But the 
good life could stop for the sin- 
ger who claims to be bonking 
crazy, says Sally Oldfield who 
gave him singing lessons. 

Sally, whose brother is 
Tubular bells- star, Mike, 
prepared Terence for his first 
album. She says she tried to 
warn him he was straining his 
voice "but it all got a bit fiery 
towards the end and Terence 
ended up storming out. 

"Anyone straining her voice 
the way he does is in danger of 
developing nodules." 

Nodules are n on-malign ant 
growths on the vocal chords 
caused by over-using the voice. 
Pop singers are particularly 
vulnerable since few have bad 
the long professional training 
of classical musicians in getting 
maximum carrying power from 
minimum physical effort. 

Smoking and drinking make 
the danger even greater. So 
does touring. 

Rapid climate changes and 
show-a-day schedules are hell 
for untrained vocal chords too. 

Yet nodules are not painful 
— except on the pocket. Persis- 
tent or recurring hoarseness or 
voice loss is a tell-tale sign of 
their voice. They may go away 
untreated if a singer is prepared 
not to sing oreven speak above 
a whisper for several months. 

Stewart 

Or they may not. By doing 
nothing the sufferer risks per- 
manent hoarseness or voice 
change. So the usual treatment 
is surgery — followed by a 
nervous wait to see bow the 
voice shapes up after it. The 
quality can be altered. And sin- 
gers are more prone to throat 
infections after the operation. 

But it can have a happy end- 
ing — as it did for Rod Stewart. 
Back in 1977, the year he split 
up with, live-in love Britt 
Ekland, the 43-year-old singer 
had nodules cut from his 
larynx. 

He never looked back — in 
the career stakes. He went on to 
have a string of hits with 
audiences that spanned two 
generations. Now he says: "1 
don't want to be a sex symbol 
any more. I'm through my mid- 
life crisis. I just want to be 
recognised for making good 
music. I want to make mature 
music." 


Painful silence 


And marriage. After his 
divorce from first wife, Alan a. 
he decided he was ready to take 
the plunge again with 26-year- 
old model Kelly Emberg. 
mother of his daughter. Ruby. 

Rod says: ” I f George 
Michael wants to take over the 
sex symbol crown he can. I’ve 
give's 11 that up.” 

George could never have 
guessed the reality behind the 
glamour when he went to his 
first-ever pop concert 1 1 years 
ago to hear Elton John. The 
two are friends now. And when 
Elton had to have an operation 
in Australia for nodules last 
year, George was one of the 
first people he heard from. 

Elton 

George, who has sung back- 
ing vocals on a couple of 
Elton’s singles, sent him 100 red 
roses. And Elton, who is 41, 
was the first to sympathise with 
George's recent plight. He says 
the tour organisers had packed 
in too many gigs. 

Elton, who learned the hard- 
way — he did a similar trip to 
the United States in 1982 — 
says: "Touring can be very 
stressful. They have taken the 
love out of it for him and when 
your enjoyment has gone it is a 
nightmare." 



But the show-must-go-on 
ethic is strong in him, too. He 
postponed his throat operation 
for weeks rather than disap- 
point his fans. He hid how 
serious it was at first Then, 
when he did see a specialist he 
insisted on singing on. 

That meant weeks of susp- 
ense before he was reassured 
that the nodules were not 
malignan t. And weeks more to 
see if his voice would mend. But 
even his voice problems were 
shadowed by the events in 1 987. 

Allegations about drugs and 
rent boys and a marriage crisis 
combined to make it the year he 
would least like to go through 
again. 

The bad times seem to be 
behind him now. He and wife, 
Renale, are together again as he 
gives a high priority to making 
the marriage work. And he is 
back in the charts with his latest 
single, I don’t Wanna Go On 
With You Like Thai. 

Paul Young has not had such 
success since his voice gave him 
problems. He has had only one 
big hit. Every Time You Go 
Away, since four months enfor- 
ced idleness and a cancelled 
tour caused by throat trouble in 
1984. 

These days, the 31-year-old 
singer who admits "I perfor- 


med my first tour on sheer 
adrenaun,” works hard at 
being fit enough to take perfor- 
ming in hisstride. He works out 
or runs every day. 

He says: “It does get harder 
over 30. 1 have to work twice as 
hard to do half as much." 

Multi-tnillionaire Young has 
also been investing more 
heavily in his private life. He 
has married 22-year-old Stacey 
Smith after four stormy years 
together and now they have a 
daughter, Levi. 

Lennox 

Annie Lennox, 31 -year-old 
mother-to-be and sexy singerof 
the Eurythmics, had treatment 
for nodules in Switzerland in 
1983. She hoped that would be 
the end of it But two years 
later, she was in trouble again. 

She said: "I have damaged 
my voice through excessive 
use." 

With a world tour on the 
horizon, she decided on the 
advice of her Paris specialist to 
go onasileutholiday.The nigh- 
tmare ex tended to an 18-month 
career break only two years 
after she had a nervous break- 
down over the break-up of her 
relationship with Eurythmics 
partner Dave Stewart 

But by the end of 1986 she 
was on a sell-out world tour 
that put her firmly back in the 
limelight. And she has found 

f ersonal happiness, too. She is 
ving in Pans with film-maker

Opening lead: Queen of 9 
No matter how straightforward a 
hand seems, always take time before 
playing to the first trick to decide on 
what line you want to adopt. A little 
planning can never do any harm. 

The auction was straightforward. 
Once North had agreed diamonds as 
trumps. South's bid of four spades 
was a cue-bid — with any sort of 
spade tolerance. South would have 
bid three spades at his third turn 
rather than three no trump. North 


needed no more encouragement to 
shoot for the slam bonus. 

As soon as dummy appeared, de- 
clarer’s problem was obvious. He 
had an unavoidable loser in hearts, 
so the contract hinged on not losing 
a club as well. There would be little' 
difficulty if clubs split 3-3, but that 
was against the odds. As long as 
trumps were no worse than 3-2, de- 
clarer found a way to protect 
against the possibility of East being 
short in clubs and holding the long 
diamond. 

He won the first trick with the 
king of hearts, crossed to the ace of 
clubs and then reentered dummy 
with a trump to the eight. Next came 
a club, so that if East were to ruff, 
he would be ruffing declarer’s low 
dub not a winner. When East fol- 
lowed, South played the king from 
hand and won the trick. 

He crossed back to the table with 
the king of trumps and led another 
club, and East was a dead duck. If 
he ruffed, dedarer would follow 
low from hand and later discard the 
board's heart loser on the queen of 
dubs. That would permit South to 
ruff his heart loser in dummy. So 
East discarded, but that proved to 
be equally futile. Declarer won the 
queen and ruffed his last dub in 
dummy, and the heart was his only 
loser.

JAKARTA, (Reuter): An - 
award from a group of US 
writers has plunged one of- 1 
Indonesia's best-known novd- 
isis into new controversy, with 
demands that ali copies of' his 
latest book be burnt. 

Framoedya Ananta Toet, ‘ 
who spent 14 years in intern- . 
ment without tnal, was in April 
given a S3.000 “Freedom -to 
Write” award from the US- 
branch of the International Pen 
Organisation which rampgignc 
for writers’ liberty. 

The award seems to have 
pro mp te d a campaign , against 
Framoedya by a small group 
linked to Indonesia's ruling 
Golkar Party. They have den- - 
ounced his latest book, the final 
volume in a quartet, as com- 
munist propaganda. 

The government banned the 
first three works in the epic on. 
the grounds they 
security. - - 

Indonesian attorney .general 
Sukaton Marmosujono say she 
will decide whether to ban the 
new york, The Glass House, 
after he has Tead it. ■ 

“I don't understand, why 
Toer’s fourth book c an be 
freely on sale for the general 
public and am. wonde rin g if the . 
government’s authority (to ban 
books) has slackened,” the 
leader of the group opposed to ■ 
the book, Dolf Sopomena, told 
the army-backea Jayakarta 
newspaper. 

”T7te government should 
have banned “The Glass 
House” as it did Toer’s other 
works. It is obvious thaL the 
book has communist 
propaganda in it and can 
poison the minds of youngpeo- . 
pie,” Spamena said. 

'The only means to elimin- 
ate (the threat) is to bum all 
copies of the book.' 

Prominent Indonesian 
columnist Rosihan Anwar said 
it was ironic the US Pen Award 
should go to a writer who was 
responsible for silencing 
Indonesian authors opposed to 
communism through his mem-' 
bership of the left-wmgcultural 
organisation Lekra.

- - ht-an interview -the 63-year- 
old Pramoedya denied he was a 
communist and said any ban on 
his books should be through 
thecourts. 

“I really can’t understand 
why the government banned 
my works and irated me 12(05 a* 
pariah^” Pramoedya said. 

Jailed 

“I have been jailed and exiled 
because of my books. I’ve never 
committed any crime,” he 
added. 

“The banning of a writer’s 
books is like punishing the 
author himself. And if it is a 
punishment, . the sentence 
should be given by a court of 
justice. I’ve never been brought 


to court in all my life." 

Indonesia, which once had 
the largest communist party 
out of power in the world, outl- 
awed communism in 1966 after 
accusing the Indonesian Com- 
munist Party (PKJ) of mount- 
ing a bloody coup attempt 
against former President Suk- 
arno in September 196S. 

About half a million suspec- 
ted communists and sympath- 
isers were slaughtered in the 
aftermath as elements of the 
military and Indonesia’s 
Muslim majority avenged the 
death of six army generals 
killed by PKI members. 

Hundreds of thousands 
more were imprisoned or sent 
to interna] exile without trial. 


Pramoedya, one of the few | 
Indonesian writers to win 
world recognition, was bani- 1 
shed in 1965 to the remote' 
island of Buru for Ids Lekra 
activities. He was released in 
1979. 

“I am not a communist and I 
knew nothing about the coup. I 
am a writer and my books are 
about class struggle, about 
nationalism and humanism,” 
Pramoedya said in his book- 
lined study. 

“That’s an interesting theme 
that many writers like to write 
about and it has nothing to do 
with communist propaganda." 

Attorney general Sukarton 
Marmosujono has urged 
reporters not to blow 
Pramoedya’s case out of 
proportion. 

“I will check first and later if 
it (‘The Glass House’) proved 
to contain communist 
elements. I’ll have it withdrawn 
from public circulation,” he 
said. 

Publisher Hasyim Rahman 
said he had not received any 
government warning a gai nst 
publishing The Glass House. 

“The book is on sale in many 
cities. Besides Jakarta, we dis- 
tributed it to Jogjakarta. Ban- 
dung, Solo, and Surabaya,” 
Rachman said. 

Pramoedya, born on 
February 6, 1 925, in Blora, cen- 
tral Java, wrote some of his 
early works in a Dutch colonial 
prison. 

During the revolutionary 
years, he joined the elite Sil- 
iwangi division, rising to the 
rank of Army lieutenant before 
he left the military. 

Many Indonesians ackn- 
owledge Pramoedya as one of 
the country's greatest writers, 
and the first three works in the 
quartet have been published in 
English, Dutch and Malay. 
Other Pramoedya works have 
been translated into Japanese 
and Chinese. 

“Very few Indonesian 
writers can match him in depic- 
ting the characters of his 
novels. They are so vivid, so 
true to Hfe,” said a literary critic 
who preferred to remain anon- 
ymous.

Vomiting, nausea, nocturia, fever and 
positional- discomfort also may hinder a 
cancer patient's sleep. 

Medications that may help the victim 
Overcome cancer are themselves frequent 
causes of sleep disturbances, while the anx- 
iety that comes with this dreaded diagnosis 
also may produce insomnia. 

Patients may be able to stay busy during 
the day, but at night they focus on their 
concerns with the cancer. Often the patient 
may think of other family members or 
friends who have died of cancer. They feel 
restless, trapped and that they have no con- 
trol of their hves. Therapy to overcome this 
anxiety may indude a short course of 
anlianxiety medication and backing from 
family or special cancer patient support 
groups. 

Many cancer victims may stay awake at 
night because they fear dying in their sleep. 
They often find nighttime activities, house- 
hold chores and other things to do to avoid 
sleep. This creates an abnormal sleep cycle 
where the patient may fall asleep during the 
daytime, but stay awake all night. This pat- 
tern often is helped when the patient returns 
to work, begins an exercise programme that 


can relieve stress and learns relaxation tech- 
niques. 

Nightmares also may be frequent in the 
cancer victim. Fears about the future are 
uncovered and addressed. Severe depres- 
sion is also a cause of sleeplessness. 

There are many reasons for your hus- 
band’s sleep problem, and few of them 
indicate a worsening of the course of the 
disease. The secret of success here is to find 
the causes for the insomnia and lake the 
necessary steps to correct them. 

ACROSS MY DESK: Effective in the treat- 
ment of depression, a group of medications 
known as tricyclic antidepressants may find 
arole in the treatment of cocaine addiction. 
Though these medications are not a cure, 
research work by Dr Frank A. Gawin, assis- 
tant professor of psychiatry at Yale, 
indicates that the use of them may ease the 
symptoms of cocaine withdrawal and make 
the patient more amenable to the psychoth- 
erapy which is used to correct the life factors 
that often provoke relapses in addicted 
patients. Though the effect of the tricyclics 
takes a while to appear, the benefits seem to 
remain over a longer period then medica- 
tions currently in use.

KATHERINE MANSFIELD 
was born in Wellington, New 
Zealand, in 1 888. and this han- 
dsome Centenary Edition has 
an appropriately New Zealand 
flavour. 

Each of the five volumes of 
stories bears a reproduction of 
a painting by Frances Hodgk- 
ins and is introduced by Profes- 
sor Cherry Hankie of Canter- 
bury University, Christchurch. 

The passing of lime since 
Mansfield's tragically early 
death in 1 923 demons Lratesjusi 
how acute her psychological 
insigh ts were, a nd how dazzling 
her stylistic innovations, 
whether she was evoking a glit- 
tering New Zealand seascape 
or lush garden, or writing about 
poverty, murderous impulses, 
or the fear of dying. 

Her first collection In a Ger- 
man Pension (1911) draws chie- 
fly on her sojourn in the spa to 
which she was dispatched by 
her mother following her 
impulsive first marriage. 

Its satirical portraits of her 
fellow guests and their feeding 1 
habits hold early intimations of 
her view of life as cannabilistic 
and predatory. 

Throughout her work peo- 
ple, particularly men. 
metamorphose into dangerous 
animals, and she chose, 
revealingly, to call her fatal 
tuberculosis consumption. 

Herein also is the tragic The- 
Child- Wb o- W as-Tired which 
later became a minor cause 
celebre. attracting accusations 
of plagiarism of Chekhov and 
threats of blackmail. 

The “special prose” admired 
and envied by Virginia Woolf is 
perfected in the long story. 
Prelude, which appears in Bliss 
(1920). 

Originally tilled The Aloe, 
this was re-worked in fulfil- 
ment of a promise to her dead 
brother that she would write 
about their-childhood, and is a 
barely fictionalised account of 
their family: the sisters, the 
grandmother who provided the 
affection lacking in an exhaus- 
ted mother who had no warmth 
left for her children, the bluff 
father whom his wifi: viewed as 
a boisterous Newfoundland 
dog by day. and importunate 
beast at night. 

Another unpleasant dog, a 
little fox terrier, appears in the 
guise of a French pimp in the 
unexpurgated version of Je ne 
parle pas Francais, a masterly 
depiction of unconscious self- 
revelation. 

The Garden Party ( 1 922) was 
the last collection published in 
Mansfield’s life-time, and con- 
tains Prelude's companion 
piece At the Bay. 

Among its gems, which 
include the title story, is The 
Daughters of the Late Colonel, 
a compassionate and funny tale 
of two down-trodden, 
unmarried sisters which, to 
Mansfield's dismay, was mis- 
judged as malicious. 

Outstanding 

Outstanding in the posth- 
umously published The Doves’ 
Nest. which contains many 
unfinished pieces, are The Fly. 
a chilling study of a sadistic 
father who has ceased to moum 
his dead son, and The Doll's 
House, based on Mansfield's 
childhood, the flawlessly heart- 
breaking story of two poor chil- 
dren ostracised by their class- 
mates. 

The last, also posthumously 
published volume. Something 
Childish was compiled from 
stories written mostly between 
1911 and 1917. The Tiredness 
of Rosabel, a poignant evening 
in the life of a shop assistant. 
The Woman at the Store, a 
powerfully bleak story of mur- 
der in a lonely landscape, and 
Poison are all works of the 
imagination.

IN HIS last novel, Roger’s Ver- 
sion. John Updike turned to 
The Scarlet Letter for his plot. 
Hawthorne's triangle of 
characters was transposed into 
the claustrophobia of 
American collegiate life. In his 
new book S.. the same novel is 
quoted in an epigraph, and Lhe 
text bristles with allusions to it 
— a daughter named Pearl, a 
family of Prynnes. However , a 
closer relation would be The 
Blithedale Romance, Hawth- 
orne's tale of a socialist com- 
mune; for S. also has a Utopia 
within its sights, an Arizona 
Nirvana sought by a gang of 
modern mysucs. 

S. is an epistolary novel; 
most of the communications 
come from Sarah Worth, a 
New Englander in her forties 
who quits the “misty polluted 
East” for the dusLy, spaced-out 
Midwest. She leaves in her 
wake a philandering husband, 
a distant daughter and a clutch 
of sceptical friends. Her corre- 
spondence — recorded tapes as 
well as letters — plots the 
course of her attempted enligh- 
tenment. 

She arrives in Forrest, 
Arizona, a blank patch of 
desert that is home to the Shri 
Arbal Mindadali. supreme 
seeker of truth and lover of 
cash. Under his tuition, 
thousands like Sarah are led to 
shrug off the weight of the 
“atrophied Puritan 

theocracy,” hand over their 
cheque books and take off in 
the general direction of bliss. 

Mr Updike has been 
scrupulous in research. The 
spiritual precisions of Eastern 
metaphysics are unveiled with 
the same elegance that marked 
his examination of computer 
science in Roger's Version. But 
there his verbal inventions cul- 
tivated a certain poetic grace 
out of ail the nodes and discs 
and electronic apparitions; 
whereas Sarah’s vision of cir- 
cumstances is forced into an 
alien terminology with no true 
moral grip. 

The author supplies a glos- 
sary of terms; but any novel 
which has to bring along its 
own phrasebook looks dan- 
gerously lost. The Arhat, for 
example, is described as “this 
utterly calm and rather 
humorous man who just 
radiated vidya and prakhya”; 
intentions, the sentence starts 
off on home ground and just 
wanders ofT hazily into the dis- 
tance. 

Sarah's theft of a mystical 
vocabulary could have been 
sharply offset in letters received 
by her from other people; but 
we only hear of their com-

plaints, never read them, and so 
the first-person voice keeps its 
urgent monopoly. The 
narrator of The Blithedale 
Romance holds simi lar sway, a 
prerogative which has led 
Updike to praise the work as 
“nervously alive”, but the 
liveliness here is quite over- 
come by nerves, as Sarah's tone ■ 
jitters between the abusive, the 
preachy and the languid. 

Uttered by her, all the 
glamorous Updike cadence . 
turn prissy and unconvincing! 
The love scenes between Sarah • 
and the Arhat sound like the 
menu at an 1 ndian restaurant. 

Mr Updike certainly wants 
to have sarcastic fun with the 
fashionable reveries of these 
American drop-outs; Sarah 
continues to worry about 
toothache and share' invest- 
ments even when she’s practis- 


ing heavenly athletics with the 
Master. He. needless to say, 
turns out to be a college-flunk- 
ing fraud named Art Sleinmetz 
from Watertown, Massa- 
chusetts. 

But the author is. in a way, as 
much of a sucker as his heroine, 
and the book is funnier than he 
intended. He has always 
seemed faintly ashamed of bus 
delighted virtuosity with 
material forms. S. affords him 
the. opportunity to transcend 
these and cast around for 
Platonic realities. 

He is the opposite of the 
Arhat. The patrician stylist 
from Massachusetts turns out 
to be a lofty media tor just brim- 
ming with vidya. and probably 
prakhya too.

TUEBINGEN, West Ger- 
many (dpa): Decay is threaten- 
ing to destroy millions of irre- 
placeable books and other 
manuscripts stored at libraries 
and government archives in 
West Germany. 

Micro-organisms, mould 
and even mioe are just some of 
the things eating away at the 
paper and covers of 
documents, some of which date 
back to before the 1 7th century. 

“It is like a time-bomb tick- 
ing away,” says Gregor Rich- 
ter, principal archivist at the 
State of Baden-Wuertlemberg 
Record Office in Stuttgart. 

In Tuebingen, half-an- 
hour’s drive from Stuttgart, 
one third of the 2.4 million 
books in the city's renowned 
university library are 
threatened by internal decay. 

Richter says another 25.000 
volumes dating back to before 
1806 need urgent restoration 
work if they are to withstand 
the ravages of time. 

The situation is similar in the 
state archives where 
“kilometres of parchment, 
seals, maps and other records 
need to undergo painstaking 
conservation measures,” he 
says. 

The decay has been accelerated 
by an increased handling of his- 
torical documents as a result of 
growing interest in research.

World Wars are particularly 
prone to decay. Richter says. 

The contents of the most 
important documents are 
usually recorded on microfilm, 
but this is not enough to remove 
the danger posed to the origin- 
als. 

The University Library of 
Tuebingen restores its own 
books at a specially equipped 
workshop that opened in 1981. 
The library has one of the big- 
gest and most valuable collec- 
tions in West Germany. 

The workshop also serves as 
the provisional headquarters of 
a central restoration centre to 
be established by the Baden- 
Wuertiemberg Record Office 
in nearby Ludwigsburgin 1991 . 

The centre was initiated by 
lhe stale government in 1986 as 
a pilot project to coordinate the 
restoration work of individual 
libraries and archives. 

Specialists from German- 
speaking countries have been 
invited later this year to the first 
of a series of planned seminars 
on restoration work. 

Aspiring restorers will also 
be able to entrol in a three-year 
courseofstudy being offered by 


the Academy of Artiri Stuttgart 
from 1989 onwards. 

The course concentrates on 
the restoration of books, paper 
and graphics, and provides 
students with basic training in 
the crafts of paper-making and 
bookbinding as well as chemis- 
try. 

In the past, restoration work 
has been almost exclusively 
carried out by hand. A 
revolutionary piece of equip- 
ment called a granular fibre- 
building machine could change 
all that. 

The Tuebingen workshop 
recently took delivery of one of 
the 100,000-mark (60.000 
dollars) machines, one of only I 
three in use throughout the 
world. 

“It has definitely shortened 
the time it Lakes to clean and 
repair damaged pages.” Rich- 
ter says about the new piece of 
equipment. 

The Tuebingen restorers 
have concentrated on works 
that appeared before the mass 
production of paper started 
around the middle of Lhe 1 800s. 

So far, there is no recognised 
conservation method for mass- 
produced paper, which is used 
for the bulk of books and 
documents. 

Studies have shown that it is 
not so much the wood-pulp 
that causes decay, but acidify- 
ing additives like alum that are 
used in glue. 

As a result, paper manufac- 
turers have altered their 
production methods and paper 
being produced today is gen- 
erally acid-free,

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Dramatic setting for Rodin sculpture

MARYHILL, Wash.: Rodin, 
the sculptor thought in massive 
forms. He dealt in elements. 
Sorrow. Power. Anguish. 
Movement. The outspoken 
features of the human condi- 
tion in extremis. 

So ilshould be no surprise to 
Find him here. 

The creator of “The Thin- 
ker” belongs in a region where 
the earth itself thrusts a shoul- 
der into the sky and moves the 
weather roughly around. And 
where the fate of his work still 
brews a storm of tumult and 
controversy for the world 
around it. 

To reach this world, you 
follow Washington Stale High- 
way 1 4 along the lonely Colum- 
bia River past the ragged edge 
of civilisation. Nobody and 
nothing greets you. Across the 
river, Oregon disappears into 
unpeopled distances. The 
promontory road carves its 
way intoa high, empty solitude. 

Then you see a mailbox, a 
driveway, and finally the Mary- 
hill Museum. 

Perched on the edge of an 
abutment, the Maryhill can 
only be described as a Flemish 
castle-cum-F reach chateau. 
Like a perfect wedding cake, 
the museum sits in splendid 
desolation, occupying the high 
ground above the gorge. A 
peacock struts across the 
expansive, neatly manicured 
grounds. The rosy stone 
reflects a hard morning light. 

More than 1,500 feet below, 
the Columbia River, all bloated 
by dams, runs. 

In this appropriately 
dramatic but otherwise unlik- 
ely setting, you find one of the 
world's most interesting collec- 
tions of Rodin drawings and 
sculptures: works from his 
studio. Some finished bronzes, 
but mostly sketches in plaster, 
terra cotta, stone; 26 rough 
drawings and watercolours. 
Fragments like a hand, a nose, 
an elbow. In sum, a portrait of 
the artist as a constant thinker 
and doer. 

A terra cotta mask and some 
tentative castings prefigure the 
heavy-footed sorrow of “The 
Burghers of Calais.” There are 
studies for “The Thinker” and 
“Eve”. 

The museum houses other 
collections — some valuable 
and impressive artifacts from 
the pre-history of the mid- 
Columbia. and a highly intrigu- 
ing chess set collection; but it is 
for the Rodins that the Mary- 
hill is justly known among 
scholars and lovers of his work. 

“I am one of the fortunate 
few who have made the pil- 
grimage to that museum,” says 
Kirk Vamedoe, acting director 
of painting and sculpture at the 
Museum of Modert Art in New 
York, and an authority on 
Rodin's work. “There are 
things that I would have 
thought Rodin would never let 
out of his studio." 

He calls these pieces “a very 
idiosyncratic collection, cer- 
tainly important to Rodin 
scholars.” 

“The Maryhill holds pieces 
that really show a work in 
process,” observes Joan Miller, 
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Once an isolated, majestic mansion in Maryhill, Washington, the Maryhffl Mascara now booses an 
incredible Rodin coUection. 


curator of the world’s largest 
private Rodin collection, the B. 
Gerald Cantor Collection. 
“You find the fingerprint of the 
artist there.” 

You also find the lingering 
traces of a ra gin g controvery. 

In the mid-1970s, the Mary- 
hill came under investigation 
by Lhe Washington State attor- 
ney-general's office. The trus- 
tees were accused of negligence. 
There were suggestions of 
corruption, as valuable Indian 
artifacts belonging to the 
museum had been sold off. 

Indicators were that the 
Rodin collection had fallen into 
incompetent hands. 

“They made the house car- 
penter the curator.” complains 
Albert Elsen, one of the world's 
foremost Rodin scholars. “The 
trustees commissioned a 
worthless catalogue. Very 
prominent in the catalogue is 
an acknowledged fake.” 

Dr Elsen, professor of art 
history and art Jaw at Stanford 
University, also charges that 
the plaster cast of “Eve” was 
“restored too adventurously” 
when some of the pencil marks 
left on the plaster by Rodin 
were removed. 

The trustees have all been 
replaced through rotation and 
voluntary retirement. “My 
impression is that now things 
are better run.” Elsen adds, giv- 
ing some credit to the new 
director, Linda Mountain. 

Eloquently 

Ms Mountain herself is 
inclined to write off the debacle 
of the '70s to ignorance and to 
“problems of small museums 
with boards of trustees” that 
made the transition from 
private to quasi-public institu- 
tions. Now, she points out, the 
Maryhill operates under new 
by-laws and more sophis- 
ticated trustees. 

She in vites anyone who ques- 
tions how well the museum 
came through the crisis of mis- 
management to look at the 
collections and let them speak 
for themselves. 


Certainly, the wc;ks on dis- 
play here speak eloquently on 
their own behalf. The worked 
forms of fishing tools and talis- 
mans from the Indian collec- 
tion, for instance, bear a 
strange family resemblance to 
the Rodins, The feeling of mass 
and humanity strikes a similar 
chord. Petroglyphs, ancient 
voices frozen in stone, make a 
heavy statement of their own. 

One can only speculate as to 
how much Hamagp was done to 
this collection during the ill- 
advised selling of precious 
objects. Mountain maintains 
that the only person who could 
estimate the loss was the long- 
since-deceased first director, 
Clifford Dolth. She adds that 
lost items were replaced with 
something of value. 

“Our chess set collection was 
purchased during that time.” 
This collection runs from a 
plastic set of Nixon-McGovem 
caricature pieces to a death 
specter 20th-century set by art- 
ist George Rataki to the ornate 
chess calligraphy of artists 
from India. The whole collec- 
tion ischock-fuU of a sorcerer's 
apprentice creation of forms 
and characters. 

If anything was lost from the 
Rodin collection, it was proba- 
bly the continuity of scholar- 
ship that might have been 
preserved had the museum 
been in more experienced 
hands. 

“It is like looking at a grave- 
robber’s haul,” observes Var- 
nedoe. “You've lost the con- 
text.” 

What is known about this 
valuable little collection is that 
it was acquired at the hands of 
Loie Fuller, a dancer who was a 
friend of both Auguste Rodin 
and Sam Hill, a road-builder 
and empire conceiver. Hill 
came to the Northwest country 
in about 1900 and decided he 
would start an agricultural 
community — one that he 
hoped would thrive and get big- 
ger. He named the town he 
founded after his daughter, 
Mary. 

He built this castle — with 
ramps running into the first 


floor, so he could drive the cars 
be loved to collect into the ves- 
tibule of his home. He had a 
mammoth replica of Stone- 
henge built across the way, on 
the Oregon side of the Colum- 
bia. 

Hill and his town hung out 
their shingle. 

Some people came, but few 
stayed. This part of the world 
yields a living only grudgingly. 
The museum founded on Hill’s 
failed expectations can only 
stay open from mid-March to 
September, because it's just too 
hard to get here i n the winter. 

But that didnt stop Hill, and 
it never deterred Loie Fuller, 
either. 

She acquired the works for 
Hill right out of Rodi n's studio . 

A small model for “The 
Thinker” bears the pencil -scr- 
awled inscription, “A Loie. 
Rodin.” By die time he died, a 
tidy collection of valuable 
works had made their way here. 
And, context or not, they still 
tell a compelling story about 
the sculptor and nis concerns. 

More than finished bronzes, 
the studies draw you through 
the many premutations of 
Rodin's art. You see him dog- 
gedly at the business of finding 
out how much he could say in 
stone and metal. “That's 
what's wonderful about this 
collection,” says Joan Miller. 
' “The terra coflas, the stoneT the 
plasters bear the patina of the 
artist more than the finished 
bronzes. Being exposed to them 
is wonderful.” 

There’s “Christ and the 
Magdalene,” for instance, with 
its twisted torsos and over- 
arching muscularity, framed in 
a window through which you 
can see the long, stony shoul- 
ders of the Columbia Gorge. 

Over the course of the next 
few months, about 70,000 peo- 
ple will make the pilgrimage to 
this collection. 90 miles from 
Portland and a million years 
back in geologic splendour. It's 
a strange journey. “But as the 
French say,” Elsen muses, “it’s 
worth the detour,”

Modern art on Jeddah’s corniche

JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia, 
(Reuter): Children scamper in 
and out of a Henry Moore scul- 
pture and families throng to 
neon-lit ferns wheels and glit- 
tering marbled shopping malls 
along the corniche of this trans- 
formed Red Sea port. 

Saudi oil wealth has 
enlivened the coast of Jeddah. 
Young men puff hookahs and 
relax in an outdoor television 
lounge near its giant 
playground, commercial centre 
and open-air museum. 

Jeddah's corniche was the 
brainchild of ex-mayor 
Mohammed Said Farsi, who 
made art and recreation a top 
priority when he took charge in 
1972 on theeveof the oil boom. 

“ A city without beauty in the 
street is silent city without a 
soul.” Farsi said at his seaside 
home where works by Picasso, 
Renoir and Dali adorn lhe liv- 
ing room. 

Creations 

The city now has around 500 
works of modem sculpture, 
many set against the deep-blue 
water along the coastal ribbon. 

In its strict interpretation of 
Islam, Saudi Arabia forbids 
figurative art — as well as alco- 
hol, cinemas, women drivers 
and the mingling of unrelated 
men and women. 

So Farsi turned to abstract 
art to grace the corniche and he 
commissioned works with local 
and Islamic themes from lead- 
ing sculptors. 

The abstract creations of 
Henry Moore, Victor Vasarely. 
Joan Miro and Cesar caused a 
stir when first erected. 

Modern art was virtually 
unknown to relatively new set- 


tiers — bedouin, fishermen, 
traders and immigrant workers 
from other Muslim states. 

But children now climb 
through a Henry Moore bronze 
and families picnic next to giant 
vases of coloured glass by the 
Italian-Spanish artist Julio 
Lafuenie. 

A fist by Cesar, French scul- 
ptor Cesar BaJdachini who is 
known only by bis first name, is 
a landmark often used to give 
directions. 

“When I put up Henry 
Moore some people didn’t like 
iu” said Farsi. “Now I see a lot 
of people and small children 
play with it and live with it. 
Henry Moore and Miro 
became part of their lives.” 

“I f you put art in the museum 
and close it nobody will go 
inside, at least my people. 1 
know them very well. But if you 
leave it outside poeple will start 
to enjoy it.” he said. 

Saudi, Egyptian and Pales- 
tinian artists made sculptures 
based on local tradition and 
culture — a jewellery box, old 
mud houses, fishing boats and 
nets. 

Lafuente did a series in 
Arabic calligaraphy. including 
a bronze verse from the Holy 
Quran shaped like a traditional 
boaL 

Bits of Jeddah’s history — 
the first aeroplane to land, the 
first coastguard boat, the fust 
desalination plant — have been 
immortalised on concrete 
blocks. 

Private donations, including 
some from the royal family, 
funded Ibesculptures which are 
worth around S 150 million. 
Defence minster Prince Sultan 
Ibn Abdulaziz paid $400,000 
for the Cesar fisL 


King Fahd paid S5.5 million 
for a separate monument, the 
world’s highest jet spray stand- 
ing 280 meters (900 feet) high 
□ext to his new A1 Salaam 
(peace) palace on a Lagon off 
the coast. 

Farsi said the pace of acquisi- 
tion has slowed as lower oil 
revenues have dampened the 
economy. 

Naming prominent Jeddah 
merchants, he said: “In that 
(boom) time, if I asked SI 
million from (Ali) Juffali he 
paid. I asked one million 
dollars from Saleh Kamel and 
he paid. But now it is hard to 
ask for $100,000.” 

The dynamic Farsi oversaw 
the selection of every piece of 
sculpture but denied imposing 
his taste on others: “There is 
something for everyone.” 

After two open heart opera- 
tions, 52-year-old Farsi retired 
last year and is now writing a 
book about sculpture ion Jed- 
dah. 

Room 

Still chain-smoking, he 
retains a vivid sense of Jeddah's 
destiny. “We planned for Jed- 
dah to be the shopping centre 
for the whole Middle East” he 
said. 

A dozen major shopping 
centres have sprung up in the 
last few years, and Farsi is plan- 
ning his own. They boast mar- 
ble floors, video arcades, fast- 
food restaurants, ice-cold air 
conditioning. 

"Critics say there will never 
be room for all of them in an 
economic recession but Back- 
ers insisL the best will thrive.” 

Saudi Arabia has one of the 
world's highest levels of dis- 
posable income and shopping 
is a popular recreation for its 


avid consumers. 

Some three to four million 
Muslim pilgrims pass through 
Jeddah every year on their way 
to Makkah and Madina. They 
form a captive market that has 
long enriched Jeddah mer- 
chants. 

Over recent years, adminis- 
tration and diplomacy moved 
to the desert capital of Riyadh, 
1,300 km (800 miles) inland, 
but Jeddah remains the coun- 
try's commercial and financial 
centre. 

A long history of foreign 
contacts makes the city more 
open to new ideas than others in 
the kingdom, and Jeddah's 
local authorities are more likely 
to support projects that inevita- 
bly bring men and women 
together. 

Amusement parks exist else- 
where in the country but not on 
the scale of Jeddah's. 

“Jeddah is more open than 
other cities, although within 
limits. We stick to our princi- 
ples.” said Hussein Abdullah 
Saikhan, director of Attalah 
Happy Land, one of eight 
amusement parks on the corni- 
che. 

Entrance to the ice rink and 
its games like Pirate. Haunted 
Castle and Kosmo Gty, is for 
families only. 

The present mayor, Khaled 
Abdul Ghani. says the old city 
of Jeddha, with its Ottoman 
(Turkish coral houses and 
wooden Mashrabiyas (balcon- 
ies) will not be lost in the rush to 
develop. 

Several dozen houses are ear- 
marked for preservation, 
including the old British legion 
building where T.E. Lawrence 
(Lawrence of Arabia) stayed in 
1916. 


Dali: good 
or bad, he’s 
never dull!

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.: 
Very few critics or curators take 
Salvador Dali seriously 
anymore. And even those who 
do are often somewhat defen- 
sive. as though they, too, 
weren’t altogether certain that 
what he produces isn’t more 
brilliant showmanship than 
art. 

It is sometimes difficult to tell 
— what with his idiosyncratic 
often disturbing imagery, 
exquisite. Old Master drafts- 
manship and technique, fan- 
ciful titles, and genius for self- 
promotion. No painter in this 
century — excepting only Andy 
Warhol — has been as clever 
aod successful as Dali at 
fashioning an exotic public 
image. But then, neither has 
anyone else (except Picasso) 
produced a more complex and 
provocative body of work. 

Good or bad — and, unden- 
iably, he can be both — Dali is 
□ever dull. Even at his weakest 
or most obscure, he is always 
diverting. 

This fact is made abundantly 
dear the minute one enters the 
Salvador Dali Museum here. 
The cavernous main gallery of 
this one-man museum is filled 
with outstanding examples of 
Dali’s art, dating from 1914 to 
the present and including many 
of nis finest and best-known 
creations. The museum, in fact, 
owns the world's largest collec- 
tion of Dali's works — 93 paint- 
ings, 100 watercolours and 
drawings, 1.300 graphics, 
numerous sculptures., 
photographs, posters, and 
objets d'art, as well as a 2,500- 
volume library on Dali and 
Surrealism. 

The art was a gift from 
Cleveland industrialist A. 
Reynolds Morse and his wife, 
Eleanor, who first became 
interested in Dali’s work in 
1941 and who lopped a 40-year 
friendship with the artist by 
donating their collection, in 
several sLages beginning in 
1980, to St Petersburg. The 
museum itself was dedicated in 
1982, and holds rotatingexhibi- 
tions as well as retrospectives of 
Dali's paintings. 

The pictures are arranged 
chrbnofogicaHy along theodler 
wall, with a smaller, recessed 
gallejry at the'far endTiotdmg'a 
few of the more recent mural- 
size canvases. Smaller works 
hang on flats strategically 
placed within the gallery’s open 
spaces. Of particular interest 
are a number of early paintings 
that predate his Surrealist 
affiliation; the very small, pre- 
cisely realistic 1926 still life, 
“The Basket of Bread,” which 
is unlike anything of his that 
either preceded or immediately 
followed it; the Vermeer-like 
“The Weaning of Furniture

Nutrition,” which is about as 
perfect a 20th-century image as 
one can find; the huge “Dis- 
covery of America by Christo- 
pher Columbus” (1958-59), 
which seemed silly and overbl- 
own when first painted, but 
looks truly impressive today; 
and several of his__smaller 
studies and oils. 

The overall effect of what is 
currently on view (the museum 
can exhibit only half its paint- 
ings at any one time) is varied, 
impressive, and more than a 
little surprising — especially, I 
suspect^ to anyone inclined, to * 
dismiss Dali as a charlatan or a 
brilliant but empty virtuoso. » 
For all his flamboyance; irritat— 1 
ing tricks and mannerisms, 
questionable taste, and self- 
serving posturing, Dali comes 
across here as an important and 
valuable 20th-century artist. 
Just as, for all its somewhat 
worshipful attitude toward the 
master, the museum turns out 
to be a fascinating and valued 
addition to today's art world. 

It proves, most of all, how 
much more instructive viewing 
a major artist’s work can be 


.when, broad spectrums of it are 
presented under one roof and 
handsomely displayed in one 
convenient, well-lighted place. 

This is particularly impor- 
tant in the case of Dali, whose 
profoundly subjective, 
apparently erratic shifts in 
focus and direction stand in 
direct opposition to the more 
rational and linear evolution- 
ary approach of Mondrian — 
or, for that matter, the essen- 
tially pragmatic methods of 
Matisse or Motherwell. 

In a very real sense, Dali ins- 
ists on presenting us with what 
- nSbSt~ffibderii "masters have 
• either barely touched upon or 
etiminated entirely in their 
work. Whereas Mondrian 
skips over the dark side of con- 
temporary reality the way a flat 
stone skips across the surface of 
a lake JDali insists on sinking to 
the bottom to examine and 
record the strange and often 
fearful creatures that lie — or 
appear to lie — in the muck and 
mud deep beneath the surface. 
He believes in excess rather 
than in ruthless or too careful 
pruning, in living with and 
learning from one’s personal 


demons rather than in a too 
hasty flight from them, and in 
drawing upon the great artistic 
and religious accomplishments 
of the past in order to illuminate 
the present. 

All of which, of course, sets 
him apart from all but a small 
handful of his contemporaries, 
many of whom are only too 
eager to use his eccentricities 
and self-aggrandisement as 
excuses for condemning him 
and his art in toto. 

What they — and we — 
should do instead, is to recogn- 
ise the unique and complex cul- 
,1 'tUrar 1 significance of his ■ art. 

even if we may not always res- 
2 J pOnd fadouftbly ftT" is aesth- 
“elics, arid permit it to play off 
contrapuntally against the 
“messages” of such artists as 
Matisse, Mondrian, Miro. and 
Klee. 

We lose nothing by doing so, 
and may benefit in the long run. 
We may even discover, to our 
chagrin, that he actually was 
one of the best artists of our 
day.

Crude from the six closed 
North Sea fields, which are 
operated by units of Texaco Inc 
and Occidental, flows through 
pipelines to the Flotta terminal in 
the Orkney Islands off Scotland, 
and are blended to form Flotta 
Blend crude oil.

"Occidental lost 1 5 per cent of 
its oil production.” said oil 
analyst Richard Pzena of San- 
ford C. Bernstein and Company. 
"It will affect earnings right 
away." 

Analysts estimated the loss in 
production from the explosion 
on the Piper Alpha rig would cut 
eamings by around $20 million 
this year arid another S20 million 
to 30 million would be lost from 
the shutdown of neighbouring 
facilities, depending on how long 
they remain out of service. 

Closed 

Occidental closed six other rigs 
in the area as a precaution. 

The company's shares were 
down 62.5 cents at $26.25 in 
activemidday trading of the New 
York Stock Exchange yesterday. 

Occidental chairman Armand 
Hammer released a statement 
expressing regret over the 
accident. 

"I wish to extend my deepest 


sympathy to the families of the 
men who have been injured or 
who have lost their lives in this 
tragic accident," he said. "We 
will continue to doeverything we 
can to assist the injured and their 
families." 

Task force 

Occidental said it would set up 
a task foree to help local police 
and families of its employees. It 
said it has insurance to cover the 
explosion damage. 

"We are fully covered from 
platform replacement and 
wreckage removal," a spokes- 
man for the company said. "We 
also have liability insurance." 

Insurance industry brokers 
said losses from the accident 
could total more than SI billion. 

"This is probably going to be 
the largest loss in the North Sea," 
said an official at insurance 
broker Willis Faber, which 
arranged most of the insurance 
coverage. 

Analysis say the disaster was 
likely to push up insurance 
premiums in the marine, oil and 
energy sectors. 

The shutdown of fields which 
produce 280,000 barrels daily, 
nearly an eighth of Britain's total 
output, means an estimated loss 


of S4.5 million a day of oil reven- 
ues. 

"It will have serious implica- 
tions." said Jeremy Eiden, an oil 
industry analyst at brokers 
Philips and Drew. 

Aside from the loss of exports, 
the shutdown could lose the 
government between £300 and 
400 million ($515 and 690 
million) in taxes over a whole 
year. 

Industry analyst Chris 
Rowland of London brokers 
Smith New Court said he 
thought the Piper platform could 
be back in service in six months. 
The five associated oil fields also 
closed by the explosion could be 
reopened in a month, he said. 

Other analysts are less sure. 

Some think it could be years 
before Piper is reopened. 

Likely 

Meanwhile, over the long run. 
oil companies will pay a price of 
their own — insurance rates are 
likely to rise. 

"It will frighten off the com- 
petition and push up premiums 
in oil and energy," said Chris 
Pountain. an insurance analyst 
at stockbrokers County Nai- 
West Woodmac.

US foreign debt shows darker side of Reagan’s economic legacy 


WASHINGTON, July 8. 
(Reuter): As President Reagan's 
eight years in office draw to a 
dose, attention is tnrningto what 
.many economists see as the 
darker side of his economic 
legacy — record US budget and 
trade gaps and a mounting 
foreign debt 

Although Reagan's low-tax 
policies have helped to fuel 68 
straight months of growth, a 
peacetime record, they have also 
'spawned the deficits which critics 
say are sapping America’s global 
power by undermining its ability 
to control its economic destiny. 

No longer 

“The US is a net debtor and as 
such is no longer in the driver's 
seat,” said Robert Brusca, chief 
economist at Nikko Securities 
Co Internationa] Inc In New 
York. 

America’s dependence on 
foreign capital was highlighted 
by a government report last week 
snowing that the nation owed the 
rest of the world $368.2 billion in 
1987, up from $269.2 billion in 
1986. 

As recently as 1 982, the United 
States ran an international inves- 
tment surplus of$136.9 billion. 

“No country in human history 


has ever gone from being the lar- 
gest creditor to the largest debtor 
in such a short time,” said Lester 
Thurow, dean of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology's Sloan School of Man- 
agement 

America's slide into the red 
has been mirrored by the ascent 
of Japan, which became the 
world's largest creditor last year, 
with net assets of $240 billion. 

And it has not gone unnoticed 
that Japan is starting to parlay 
this growing wealth into 
diplomatic power. __ 

US officials, for instance, were 
annoyed at last month's econ- 
omic summit in Toronto when 
Japan, no longer willing meekly 
to follow the lead of US T reasu ry 
Secretary James Baker on Third- 
World debt, tabled its own plan 
for easing the burden on giant 
debtors such as Brazil and Mex- 
ico. 

“Their attitude is that they 
have some leverage back on us," 
Brookings Institution scholar 
George Perry says about Japan. 
“They’ll be tougher to contend 
with than in the past.” 

This role reversal has .touched 
off a national debate.

South African gold holdings 
swapped for foreign currency 


JOHANNESBURG, July 8, 
(Reuter): South Africa’s gold 
holdings plunged by one billion 
rand ($431 million) in June as 
Pretoria swapped bullion for 
bard currency to repay debts. 

Tbe drop in gold reserves 
announced by tbe central bank 
yesterday was the sharpest in 
more than six years. But bankers 
noted the decline was partly off- 
set by a rise in foreign currency 
holdings. 

“The decline was largely the 
result of new gold swaps con- 
cluded by the Reserve Bank to 
strengthen the foreign exchange 
components of its reserves with a 
view to large debt repayments 
due in June," the bank said in a 
statement. 

Existing 

The central bank said it also 
used some of its existing credit 
lines to boost foreign currency 
reserves. 

“We knew beforehand that 
there was going to be a heavy 
drain on foreign exchange 
■ reservesin June and wanted to be 
liquid.” Reserve Bank senior 
Deputy Governor Jan Lombard 
said. _ 

Under a swap. South' Africa 
effectively uses its gold reserves 
as collateral to obtain inter- 


national credit. 

Since international banks cut 
off foreign loans to the country i n 
August 1 985 amid intense anti- 
apartheid pressures, gold swaps 
have been a regular feature of 
South Africa’s borrowing policy, 
but details are usually kept 
secret. 

The swaps involve South 
Africa selling the metal to foreign 
banks and agreeing to buy it back 
on a set future date ai'a price 
linked to prevailing market rates. 

“It is a standing instruction 
that we should try to remain 
liquid when we see gold prices 
felling,” Lombard added. 

The value of the gold holdings 
dropped to 3.94 billion rand 
($1.7 billion) at end-June from 
4.94 billion rand ($2.1 billion) a 
month earlier. 

Overall reserves fell less 
steeply, slipping by 540 million 
rand ($232.8 million) to 5.65 
billion and ($2.4 billion ) after ris- 
ing by 314 million rand ($135.3 
million) in May. 

The Reserve Bank did not give 
details of the debt repayments, 
but bankers said some were 
made under a three-year debt 
rescheduling accord signed with 
international creditor banks in 

March 1987.

moment is the early decades of 
the ebbing away* from that 
extraordinarily high figure to a 
more ‘natural' share," Kennedy 
writes. 

ShafiquI Islam of tbe Council 
for Foreign Relations in New 
York said a gradual realignment 
of global power is neither surpr- 
ising nor alarming. “But fiscal 
profligacy in the Reagan era may 
have complicated things fur- 
ther," he said. 

Risen 

By depleting national savings. 
Reagan's budgeL deficits have 
forced the United States to 
depend on fends from abroad, 
making the dollar and Wall 
Street vulnerable to the changing 
moods of foreign investors. 

The national debt has risen 
from $1 trillion in 1981 to more 
than $2.5 trillion today. 

Although the debt remains 
manageable in relation to the 
$4.5 trillion of US goods and 
services produced each year, the 
need to make interest and 
dividend payments to foreigners 
will hold back the nation's stan- 
dard of living. 

"It mea ns we will be producing 
more goods than we are consum- 
ing ... they’ll be skimming off 


some of the income." Robert 
Orlner. the Commerce Depart- 
ment's chief economist, said of 
America's creditors. 

Neither Vice-President 
George Bush nor Massachusetts 
Governor Michael Dukakis has 
yet offered a detailed plan to cut 
the budget deficit, but 
Republicans and Democrats 
alike accept that the gap must 
gradually beclosed if the nation's 
trade balance — and its influence 
abroad — are to improve.

Soviet joint venture needs more than enthusiasm 


MOSCOW, July 8, (Reuter): 
Ingenuity is needed to turn a 
profit in the Soviet Union. 

Western firms are lining up to 
try to take advantage of a refor- 
ming 1987 law that lets Soviet 
and foreign enterprises open 
joint business ventures. But it is 
not easy to hit on a recipe for 
commercial success. 

"Many of our companies are 
very interested but on the other 
hand very reluctant," said a West 
German banker. “It’s still very 
difficult because the Soviet 
regulations are not clear." 

Brim 

Other business consultants 
said visiting company delega- 
tions often brim with enthusiasm 
when they arrive. 

Many flounder, however, in 
initial negotiations. They are 
soon baffled by the complexities 
of Soviet joint venture law and 
are handicapped by lack of 
experience in dealing with Soviet 
officials and by a skeichy 
knowledge of the market. 

Almost 60 joint venture 
agreements have been signed 
since 1987. But only a handful of 
new companies are actually 
working. 

Computer firm Interquadro is 
one of the few. 

A joint venture with Italian. 
Soviet and French partners, il 


was created last December to tap 
a vast market in the Soviet Union 
— for computer software and 
hardware. 

Frenchman Alexandre 
Kaplan, vice general manager, 
said in an interview in the firm's 
offices of Gorky SLreeL central 
Moscow', that the Soviet Union 
has just 1.000 personal com- 
puters. 

“The need is five to 10 
million." he said. 

Plans 

Interquadro. fruit of Kaplan's 
years of experience at the Mos- 
cow office of French computer 
firm Aniral-IJtec. plans to 
change this. 

Aniral-Utec has a 20 per cent 
stake in Interquadro. the Soviet 
education ministry' 40 per cent, 
Gosagroprom, the super-minis- 
try for agriculture, 35 per cent 
and Italian import-export com- 
pa ny Delta T rading five per cent. 

Its share capital is 800.000 rou- 
bles (SI. 3 million). 

Kaplan intends to break into 
the market gradually before 
opening a computer sales outlet 
for hard currency in Gorky 
Street by the end of the year, 
which he expects to have foreign 
and Soviet customers. 

Interquadro has already star- 
ted a service department for com- 


puters and a training school for 
user and programmers. Ils staff 
of 60, Soviet apart from Kaplan, 
an Italian marketing manager 
and a French technical manager, 
has been trained abroad. 

Output 

It is also developing systems 
for controlling output at 
diamond and watch factories in 
the Moscow region and in the 
urals. and is working on an 
irrigation programme for 
Gosagroprom. which it expects 
to be a major client as it switches 
to computer monitoring of 
agricultural production. 

Kaplan attributes his success 
in getting Interquadro launched 
quickly to his previous 
experience in the Soviet Union. 

Others, even when they have 
negotiated legal hurdles, are 
sometimes stalled by technical 
difficulties such as unfinished 
factories and delays in deliveries 
of raw materials. 

Signed 

But the spectrum of interest in 
doing business in the Soviet 
Union could not be wider. 

Fast food chain McDonald's 
Corp. has signed un agreement 
with the Moscow City Executive 
Committee to open 20 res- 
taurants. Finnish airline Finnair 
is to part-run a hotel here. 


British Telecom firm wins 
three overseas contracts 

LONDON. July 8, (AP): British Telconsulr. the consultancy 
arm of British Telecom, announced on Wednesday three overseas 
contracts worth a total of more than £1.5 million (S2-56 million) 
The first is for a 12-month study to improve tbe management 
structure and organisation of the Kenya Post and Telecommun- 
ications Corp. work on the £! million (Si. 71 million) World 
Bank-funded project will start in August, British Telcoosult said 
in a statement. The second contract, worth £150,000 ($256,500), 
is to provide specifications and evaluate tenders for a new 
telecommunications network for the Gulf Oil Co. of Nigeria’s 
office and housing complex in Logos. The third contract is to 
design and supervise the installation of a rural telecommunica- 
tions network in the Gulf country of Oman, tbe company said. 
The 20-munih contract, worth approximately £400,000 
($684,000). is with the General Telecommunications Organisa- 
tion of Oman. 

World Bank chief signs 
export loan pact with Spain 

MADRID, July 8, (AP): Spain agreed yesterday to make $100 
million in loans through the World Bank to finance exports to 
developing countries. The agreement was signed by World Bank 
President Barber Conablc and Spanish Foreign Minister Carlos 
Sokbaga. Solchaga told reporters after a midday signing 
cerctnnnv with Conable that “Spain views the accord as a 
reasonable way to co-operatc with developing countries, while 
also stimulating its exports."The two-year loan package calls for 
Spain and the W urld Bank to co-operate in making low-interest 
loans to developing countries, mostly to help the countries finance 
importation of Spanish equipment and products. Conable said the 
accord, the first of its kind between Spain and the World Bank, 
illustrated the impressive change in Spain's status after a decade 
of economic restructuring. He said in 1 98 1 Spain had put an end to 
its status as a borrower from the World Bank and emerged as an 
important contributor, a change he called “dramatic.” Last 
February. Spain increased its presence in the World Bank. 
Increasing its share of capital in the World Bank from 1 28 per 
cent to 1.65 per cent of the total. After a speech yesterday to 450 
top economic and business leaders, Conable* announced the 
institution planned to issue $90 million in bonds in the Spanish 
market soon. The issue would be the second in two years. In July 
1987, the World Bank made its first bond offering ever in Spain 
worth $90 million. 

US regulators approve 
one-share, one-vote rule 

WASHINGTON, July 8, (Reuter): Government regulators yes- 
terday adopted a rule which prohibits stock exchanges and the 
over-the-counter market from listing new securities with unequal 
voting rights, with certain exceptions. The so-called one-share, 
one-vote rule, adopted by the federal Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) by a 4-to-I vote, prohibits listing or quoting 
securities if the issuing company issues unequal voting stock or 
takes actions which would nullify, restrict, or dlsparateiy reduce 
the voting rights of existing common stuck shareholders. The rule 
takes effect immediately. The rule, formally known as tbe share- 
holder disenfranchisement rule, coa tains a provision which allows 
firms with unequal voting stocks already issued to keep those 
shares in place. SEC staff said the rule provides flexibility by 
allowing exchanges and other self-regulatory organisations to 
issue rules, subject to SEC review, specifying the types of 
securities and corporate actions covered by the rale. 

Petroleum finance firm signs 
accord to buy oil newsletter 

NEW YORK, July 8, (Reuter): The Petroleum Finance Co. 
consulting firm has signed an agreement to buy Petroleum and 
Energy intelligence Weekly Inc. which lost most of its staff 
recently to resignations, officials said yesterday. 

Ed Morse, managing director of Petroleum Finance, said that 
the deal should be completed by September, but would not disclose 
the terms. Morse would only say that Petroleum Finance was 
paying "a lot of money.” Petroleum and Energy Intelligence 
Weekly Inc publishes Petroleum Intelligence Weekly, an auth- 
oritative oil industry newsletter, and Petroleum Market 
Intelligence, a monthly publication. Most staff members resigned 
early last month after a protracted dispute with Wanda J a Mon- 
ski, its sole owner, according to industry sources. Jabionski said 
she will remain as publisher of PIW and Petroleum Market 
Intelligence. Jabionski said she had been asking for $15 million, 
though she would not say whether Petroleum Finance was paying 
that much. International Thomson Organisation Ltd. previously 
offered to buy Petroleum and Energy Intelligence Weekly for $15 
million, but the deal fell through, according to Jabionski. 

Saudi-Texaco joint venture can 
proceed without federal approval 

NEW YORK, July 8. (OPECNA): Plans by Saudi Arabia and 
Texaco to set up a joint refinery and oil marketing venture in the 
United States ran proceed without the approval of the federal 
committee that rev iews foreigners' purchases of American com- 
panies. according to a Treasury Department official. “It not 
going to be reviewed." said Stephan Canner, director, office of 
International Investment at US Treasury and co-ordinator of the 
Committee on Foreign Investments.

Chinese newspaper renews calls

BEIJING. July 8, (AP): The Communist Party newspaper 
yesterday renewed China's call for official trade links with 
Taiwan, as that island's ruling Nationalist Party opened a 
landmark party Congress. “We always maintain that the two 
sides should develop trade, help supply each others' need and 
undertake economic exchanges to promote an early reunification 
of the motherland," the official People's Daily said in a front- 
page editorial. In Taipei, Lee Teng-Hui, acting chairman of the 
Nationalist Parly , spent much of his half-hour speech at the 
opening or the parly's landmark 1 3th Congress reiterating the 
hardline policy of no official contacts with the Communist 
mainland. “We have no illusions about tbe Chinese Communist 
regime and w ill make no compromise of any kind with them,” he 
said. The Nationalists fled to Taiwan after losing a bloody civil 
war to the Communists in 1949. Both claim alt of China. For 38 
years. Taiwan banned all contacts with the Chinese mainland, bat 
unofficial contact has increased recently. Last fall, Taiwan 
relaxed a 40-year-old ban on travel (o allow family reunions.

Arab forex dealers to focus 
on dollar, capital markets 


AMMAN, July 8, (Reuter): 
Arab foreign exchange dealers 
meeting in Amman loday will 
discuss the outlook for the dollar 
and international capital mark- 
ets. 

"Most Arab investment is out- 
side the Arab countries, so 
movements of the dollar and 
stock and capital markets have a 
big influence on us,” said 
Abdallah Al-Dakhil, president 
of the Inter-Arab Cambist 
Association (ICA).

Rolf 
Sellge, senior vice-president of 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co, 
New York, will assess prospects 
for the dollar. 

The conference will also hear a 
review of Jordan's economy 
from deputy Central Bank 
Governor Maher Shukri. 

Dakhil said a key aim of the 
1 5th ICA congress was to deepen 
contacts among its 200 par- 
ticipants — dealers from Arab 
and joint venture banks and 
Arabs employed by foreign 
banks.

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US-Soviet 
grain talks 
begin on 
optimistic note 

VIENNA, July 8. (Reuter): 
Soviet and US negotiators began 
new talks in Vienna yesterday on 
a new multi-billion dollar grain 
pact hopeful of an early dcaL 

“From our side we are quite 
prepared to finish the negotia- 
tions in Vienna." said Oleg 
Klimov, director of the Soviet 
grain buving agency Exponk- 
hleb. 

“We hope to be able to reach 
the agreement while we are 
here," chief US negotiator Alan 
Holmer told reporters as he 
entered this third round of the 
negotiations. 

These began in March. But the 
present round, due to end today, 
is the first between the biggest 
grain exporter and the biggest 
importer since a severe drought 
hit the US grain bell, threatening 
this year’s crop. 

The United States is eager to 
guarantee a market for a large 
pan of the grain surpluses that its 
fanners usually harvest. 

But, with Kremlin leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev pushing reforms 
to try to boost Soviet production, 
the Soviet Union wants more 
flexibility to import less when its 
own harvests are good. 

So it wants tocut the minimum 
amount that it must buy from the 
United Slates under a new grain 
pact to replace an accord which 
expires on Sept 30. 

The expiring accord calls for 
annual Soviet purchases of nine 
million lonnes of US grain. The 
Americans have urged a higher 
minimum purchase guarantee in 
a new pact and the Soviet Union 
has called fora lower minimum. 

Negotiators indicated yester- 
day that key issues need to be 
resolved. 

“It will depend on whether we 
are able to bridge the gap.” Hol- 
mer cold reporters.

Fed intervenes to brake sharp rise of dollar 


LON DON. J uly 8. (Reuter): The 
US central bank intervened in 
currency markets today to brake 
a sharp rise in the value of the 
dollar, dealers reported. 

The dollar soared when the 
United Slates reported a sharp 
drop in its Unemployment- 
Dealers expect US interest rates 
wilt rise — making dollar assets 
more attractive — to dampen the 
risk of inflation if a tight job 
market pushes wages up. 

Highest 

The Federal Reserve sold 
dollars as the US currency 
approached i .84 West German 
marks, its highest since early 
October. After the intervention 
the dollar steadied at around 
1.83 50 marks and 133 yen. 

Wall Street stocks, after an 
early dip, were little changed. 

Some traders worried that 
news lhaL 346,000 Americans 
found jobs in June, well above 
Forecasts of a 220.000 rise, sig- 
nalled a Light job market with 
rising wages pushing up infla- 
tion. 

The US unemployment rate 
fell to a 14-year low of 5.3 per 
cent from 5.6 pei cent in May. 

Concern about inflation had 
been easing after US com and 
wheal prices looked set to fall 
further after dropping the max- 


imum permitted by the Chicago 
Board of T rade yesterday. 

The price of goid fell today, to 
be fixed in London at 5438.40 an 
ounce, down $3.50 from yester- 
day afternoon. 

Gold is a favoured hedge 
against inflation. 

Drought 

Many investors, at least before 
the job® data, bad seemed less 
worried that the US drought 
would send food prices higher 
and add to inflationary pres- 
sures. Rain is forecast. 

Also, oii prices eased today. 
They had gained about a dollar a 
barrel yesterday after a North 
Sea oil rig explosion and news 
that some senior OPEC officials 
would meet to discuss how to 
deal with the prevailing world 
glut. 

But today. North Sea oil slip- 
ped below $15 a barrel after 
being quoted as high as 15.70 
yesterday. 

US Labour Secretary Ann 
Dore McLaughlin also said she 
saw no sign of inflation, despite 
the strong jobs numbers. 

New York currency dealers 
reported the intervention against 
the dollar by the US Federal 
Reserve Board. 

In recent days. West Ger- 
many's Bundesbank has been the 


only major central bank selling 
dollars in the open market to try 
to cup u month-old rally by the 
US currency — largely based on 
markets' more optimistic assess- 
ment of America’s economy. 

Watching 

Dealers will be watching for 
clues as to whether the Fed is now 
deploying its full weight along- 
side the Bundesbank to tame the 
dollar, in line with repeated pled- 
ges by lading industrial nations 
to keep currency values broadly 
stable. 

Wall Street stocks dipped 
initially on the jobs news, then 
recovered from the early bout of 
selling. Late in the New York 
morning the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average was little changed 
from yesterday's closing 
2,122.69. 

Lower 

London’s FTSE index of 100 
blue chip shares rose, at one 
point up 22.6 points to an after- 
noon high of 1 .878.1 

The Paris Bourse indicator 
-slipped 0.01 per cent after France 
cut interest rates while West Ger- 
man stocks rose as the DAX 30- 
share index rose 8.93 points to 
1.197.52. 

Trading in almost all stock 
markets was nervous through the 
day. 


In Tokyo, the US dollar closed 
sharply lower today on 
speculative selling ahead of the 
release of key US economic data, 
with dealers uncertain about the 
direction of the US economy. 

But Tokyo share prices rose as 
investors took advantage of the 
temporary dollar weakness, 
brokers said. 

They said the market was also 
looking towards the July 15 
release of US trade data for May 
to give them some indication of 
the direction ofdollar-yen rates. 

“There is still uncertainty con- 
cerning interest and exchange 
rates,” said Tadaaki Uehara, 
deputy general managerat Wako 
Securities. "We can’t think day 
by day because itcould change in 
a week." 

The Nikkei stock index clim- 
bed 188.95 points to 27,917.08. 

Thedollardosedat 131.97 yen 
and 1.8195/00 West German 
marks against 132.80/90 and 
1.8225/35 in New York yester- 
day. 

Steady 

Oil prices were steady after 
jumping sharply yesterday foll- 
owing an explosion which des- 
troyed oneof Britain's North Sea 
oil rigs and caused five others to 
be shut down. 

The benchmark Middle East 


crude, from Dubai, was quoted 
at S 1 3.45 a barrel, up marginally 
from $13.40 at New York’s yes- 
terday close. 

Traders said the market was 
calm today and did not expect 
any further price rises as a result 
of the loss of North Sea oil 
production. 

“This news has already been 
included in the market (price) 
level," said one Japanese trading 
house trader. 

Gold was worth around 
$439.35 an ounce in late after- 
noon trading in Tokyo, unchan- 
ged from close of business in New 
York yesterday. 

Rose 

In other regional share mark- 
ets, Australian stocks rose for the 
sixth straight session. The main 
index was up 12.6 points to 
1.612.6. 

Sydney brokers said local 
investors ignored the softer 
closes on Wall Street and the 
London Stock Market and 
bought quality industrial and 
mining sLocks. 

“The market still has some 
upside left in it," said Mike 
Crowley ofORD Minnet in Syd- 
ney.

Unemployment rate fn 
Jordan remains steady

KD deposit 
rates ease 


AMMAN, July 8, (Reuter): The 
official unemployment figure in 
Jordan has remained steady des- 
pite a regional recession, acting 
Labour Minister Khaled A1 Haj 
Hassan said yesterday. 

“The unemployment figure 
for 1 988 stands at 40.000 out of a 
total local workforce of 470,000, 
the same as last eyar." he told a 
news conference. 

This yields an unemployment 
rate of 8.5 per cent, well below 
some unofficial estimates. 

Figures 

Economist Fahed A1 Fanek 
said the figures, based on the 
number of job-seekers registered 
at the Labour Ministry and Civil 
Service Commission, reprsenled 
only half the true total. 

“They do not include those 
who depend on themselves, those 
who are not looking fora govern- 
ment job or who would not 
accept the kind of job the govern- 
ment could find them." he said. 

“The real unemployment rate 
cannot be less than 16 per cent 
and must be increasing since the 
labour force is growing at six per 
cent a year, while the economy 
has been growing at only two or 
three per cent a year.” Fanek 
said. 

Haj Hassan said 328,000 Jor- 
danians were working overseas, 
representing more than 40 per 


cent of the national workforce 
Of these. 270,000 work in Saudi 
Arabia and other Gulf Arab 

He said about 3,000 Jordanian 
migrants returned home last 
year, while about the same num- 
ber found jobs abroad. 

Fanek said that before falling 
oil revenues sparked a regional 
recession, the Gulf countries 
alone used to absorb a third ot 
new Jordanian job-seekers. 

“They are no longer doing 
this, so the Jordanian labour 
market is on its own," Fanek 
qaid 

About half the local labour 
force works in the public sector, 
including the police and armed 
forces, he added. 

Haj Hassan said the. labour 
market was now better organised 
thanks to government measures 
to cut the number of work per- 
mits issued to foreigners and give 
priority to Jordanian job-seek- 
ers. 

He said 80,000 foreigners now 
had permits to work in Jordan, 
mainly in agriculture, service and 
construction. 

The total was down from 
100,000 last year and 120,000 in 
1986. Most are Egyptians, with 
substantial numbers also from 
Syria, India, Sri Lanka, Pakistan 
and the Philippines. 


US grain reserves enough to prevent shortages 


WASHINGTON, July 8, (AP): 
The United States’ grain reserves 
are large enough to prevent 
major shortages for the rest of 
the year and keep consumer food 
prices in check despite the 
drought, an Agriculture Depart- 
mentofficial said on Wednesday. 

“Consumers should not see 
skyrocketing prices," Ewen M. 
Wilson, assistant secretary of 
Agriculture for Economics, told 
a hearing by two House of 
Representatives Agriculture 
Sub-committees. But he added 
that there could be a squeeze in 
the supply of some crops. 

Tight 

“Diminished slocks of 
soybeans and oats, will mean 
tigih t supplies if the drough t pers- 
ists," he said. He also said graz- 
ing conditions on June 1 were 
rated 68 percent ofideaJ and that 
hay prices are up 22 percent from 
last year. 

On the positive side, Wilson 
reported that 65 per cent of the 
winter wheat crop, which 
amounts to three-quarters of all 
US wheat production, already 
has been harvested and that 
progress is “well ahead of nor- 


mal." 

In contrast, he said, “the spr- 
ing wheat crop is in bad shape 
with almost two-thirds of the 
crop rated in poor to very poor 
condition due to the drought." 

The United Stales started this 
year with stocks of 1.27 billion 
bushels of wheat, well above the 
average of the last decade. Wil- 
son said. He said that amount 
plus winter wheat already in the 
bins from the current harvest add 
up to a 1 0-momh supply. 

Shipment 

That supply, exceeding 2 
billion bushels, includes wheat 
for domestic use and for ship- 
ment to overseas markets, Wil- 
son said. 

The greatest production loss is 
in durum wheat, which is used for 
pasta, he said. The condition of 
bard red spring wheat also is gen- 
erally poor, but stocks equal to 
80 per cent of annual use are 
available, he said. 

Among food grains. Wilson 
said, corn is generally in fair con- 
dition and in 10 of the 17 major 
producing states. 25 per cent or 
more of the crop is rated poor or 
very poor. In six of the 1 1 major 


sorgum-prcducing states, at 
least 25 per cent of sorghum 
acreage is rated poor or very 
poor. 

There are no weekly reports on 
the condition of oats and barley, 
Wilson said. But he noted that 
more than half of the nation's 
barley and one-third of its oats 
come from the grain belt where 
the drought is worsL 

Nonetheless, com stocks on 
hand as ofSept 1 are projected to 
equal 50 per cent of annual use 
and sorghum slocks 90 per cent 
of annual use. Wilson said corn 
supply should be ample to 
prevent any serious shortage. 

Wilson said the soybean crop 
is generally rated fair to poor. In 
11 of the 19 major producing 
states, “anywhere from one- 
fourth to more than one-half of 
the crop is rated poor or worse," 
he said. 

In contrast, the USDA official 
said, record soybean crops are 
being harvested in Argentina and 
Brazil this spring. 

“Those crops will be marketed 
throughout this summer and fall 
at favourable prices for the South 
Americans," he said. 


Decline in dollar helps cut US labour costs 


WASHINGTON. July 8, (AP): 
With the smallest wage increases 
of any industrial nation and help 
from a sinking dollar, US fac- 
tories outperformed their 
foreign rivals last year in reduc- 
ing labour costs and making their 
goods more competitive on 
world markets. 

Measured in devalued 
American dollars, labourcosts in 
the United States declined 1 .5 per 
cent in 1987, compared with 
increases of 7.S per cent in South 
Korea. 7.7 per cent in Canada. 
13.5 per cent in Japan and 23.9 
per cent in West Germany, the 
Labour Department said on 
Wednesday. 

Outperformed 

But even before the dramatic 
devaluation of the dollar against 
major European and Asian 
currencies, the United States out- 
performed all but Japan in keep- 
ing a lid on labour costs. 

Measured by their own 
currency, the yen, Japanese man- 
ufacturers reduced their labour 
costs by 2.5 per cent. Excluding 
France, labour costs rose for nine 
other major industrial powers. 


“Clearly there’s a definite 
improvement in our competitive- 
ness vis-a-vis our trading part- 
ners." said Allen Sinai, chief 
economists for the Boston com- 
pany consulting house. “But we 
still have a long way to go to 
restore the competitiveness we 
lost over the past decade." 

The government data showed 
that labour costs, measured in 
American dollars, rose an 
average 3.3 per cent annually 
from 1979 through 1985 while 
falling 2.3 per cent in Japan, 1.8 
per cent in Korea. 4.8 per cent in 
West Germany and 2.4 per cent 
in Great Britain. 

Outpaced 

Wage increases in the United 
States averaging 6.9 per cent 
annually in those years also out- 
paced the gains received by 
workers in all of Lhe other coun- 
tries when measured in dollars. 

US manufacturers, however, 
held hourly wage and benefit 
increases last year to just 1.3 per 
cent, the lowest of any of the 
industrial powers, according to 
the govemmen t data. 

Japan was dose with' wage and' 


benefit increases averaging 1.4 
per cent But wages rose 4 per 
cent in West Germany and 4.5 

r :r cent in Canada while soaring 
2 percent in Great Britain. 

But the civilian unem- 
ployment in the United States 
now hovering in the range of 
5-1/2 per cent. Sinai noted that 
wage increases have been escalat- 
ing rapidly the past two months. 
Quit 

“That suggests that our labour 
costs are rising at the same time 
that the dollar has quit falling," 
Sinai said. “This year we will not 
repeat the experience of last 
year." 

For one thing, he said, declines 
in the industrial sectors of Japan, 
Great Britain and West Ger- 
many have all bottomed out and 
they are beginning to enjoy the 
same rebound in manufacturing 
that the United States has 
experienced in the past year. 

The Labour Department 
figures, in fact, showed that man- 
ufacturing growth last year was 
slower in the United States than 
in Canada, S. Korea, Italy and 
Gife&t Britain. ’ ' " 


US productivity improve- 
ments at 2.8 per cent also were 
smaller than 4 per cent gains of 
Japan, France and Italy, 7 per 
cent increase in Great Britain 
and nearly 8 per cent 
improvement in Norway. 

While five of the ninecountries 
had larger 1987 productivity 
increases than the United States, 
only Great Britain and Norway 
exceeded the US rate of 
improvement over the past two 
years, the government said. 

However, only the United 
States and Canada experienced 
any employment growth in man- 
ufacturing last year. The US 
increase was only one-half of 1 
per cent, but it reversed two 
straight years of declines. 

Factory jobs remained about 
the same in Germany and 
Sweden and fell by 1 per cent to 
2.5 per cent in Lhe other coun- 
tries. 

For France, 1987 was the 13th 
consecutive year of manufactur- 
ing employment declines and in 
Great Britain factory jobs have 
been falling in number for the 
■past 40 years. 


Indonesia appeals to OPEC head to act against violators 


JAKARTA, July 8, (Reuter): 
Indonesia has asked OPEC 
President Rilwanu Lukman to 
appeal to members who violate 
output quotas to slop driving 
down prices, the official An Lara 
news agency reported yesterday. 

Mines and Energy Minister 
Ginanjar Kartasasmita wrote to 
Lukman on Monday asking him 
to “make a strong personal 
appeal to all ministers ... to 
adhere to the existing agreement 
on quotas and price, and refrain 
from taking unilateral action," 
Anlara said, quoting OPEC 
sources in Vienna. 

Sunk 

OH prices last week sunk to 1 9- 
month lows from over-supply on 
world markets and over-produc- 
tion by some OPEC members. 

Ginanjar on Wednesday sin- 
gled out the UAE as the biggest 
violator of an agreement last 
month which confirmed the out- 
put of OPEC members excluding 
Iran at 15.06 million barrels a 
day. 

At least three members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries are ponder- 
ing cal ling an emergency meeting 
to discuss the latest sharp drop in 
oil prices, the Kuwait News 
Agency KUNA said on Wednes- 


day. 

KUNA quoted high-level oil 
sources as saying Venezuela, 
Ecuador and Algeria were 
privately discussing holding an 
extraordinary meeting as soon as 
possible. 

Ginanjar is a member of 
OPECs price monitoring com- 
mittee, which also includes. Ven- 
ezuela, Saudi Arabia, Algeria 
and Nigeria. 

“Over-production in the last 
quarter has increased the stock 
position of consumer countries 
significantly, which in turn has 
put pressure on prices," Ginan- 
jar wrote in his letter to Nigeria’s 
Lukman. 

Estimated 

“Total OPEC production, 
including Iraq, is now estimated 
at over J8.5 million barrels per 
day. indicating an overproduc- 
tion of the signatories to the 
quota agreement, of about 0.5 
million barrels per day,'’ Ginan- 
jar's letter said. 

“The increasing volume of 
OPEC oil being sold at market- 
related prices and public 
statements of non-adherence to 
quotas by ministers ... has ca used 
the market to expect a repetition 
of the 1986 situation. 

S Oil prices plummet ted from 


about $25 a barrel at the begin- 
ning of 1986 to below $10 as 
OPEC members fought each 
other for market shares. 

Spot prices for August 
delivery have fallen nearly four 
dollars below the group’s $18 
benchmark prices. 

Meanwhile. Venezuela has cut 
thepriceof its medium and heavy 
crude oil by an average of 65 to 70 
US cents a barrel following last 
week’s drop in spot oil prices to a 
19-month-low on world mark- 
ets. 

An industry source said yester- 
day the Venezuelan price cut 
applied to about 450.000 barrels 
of the 1.55 million barrels of 
crude and refined products Ven- 
ezuela exports daily. 

It was the first Venezuelan 
price cut since April 21 . 

Venezuela is the third biggest 
supplier of oil to the United 
Slates and the fourth biggest 
producer in the OPEC. 

Crude on world oil markets 
has fallen in recent weeks due to 
oversupply and overproduction 
by some OPEC members, accor- 
ding to traders and oil analysts. 

Venezuelan Energy Minister 
Arturo Hernandez Grisanli said 
on Wendesday OPEC might 
need to take measures to stop 


quota violations by its members 
to stabilise prices. 

The Venezuelan price cut, 
effective on Tuesday, affects 
crudes of an API gravity of 25 or 
less, the industry source said. He 
said OPEC-sct prices are for ligh- 
ter crudes of at least 26 API. 

API gravity is universally 
accepted scale adopted by the 
American Petroleum Institute 
expressing the specific gravity of 
oil. It serves as a rough measure 
of quality: the higher the API 
gravity, the richer the yield in 
premium refined products. 

In Abu Dhabi, a newspaper 
objected yesterday to criticism of 
the UAE’s OPEC quota viola- 
tions by Indonesian Mines and 
Energy Minister Ginanjar Kar- 
lasasmita. 

“It is deplorable that the 
UAE’s sacrifices are met with 
harm and false accusations as ifit 
alone should shoulder the res- 
ponsibility of preserving OPEC’s 
unity and stabilising output and 
prices," the Arabic daily Al-ltti- 
had said in an editorial. 

“It becomes stranger because 
OPECs norms and traditions 
call for raising the issue of 
production and prices within the 
organisation, not outside it," it 
said. 


Romania opposed to Comecon market 


PRAGUE, July 8, (AP): 
Romania which opposes all 
Comecon and domestic reforms 
was the only country yesterday 
that refused to sign a statement 
calling for creation of an 
integrated market within the ten- 
nation Communist trading bloc. 

The Romanian refusal became 
clear in a communique issued at 
the end of a three-day meeting of 
the Council for Mutual Econ- 
omic Assistance (Comecon), 
from which most of the delega- 
tions left empty-handed. 

Counterpart 

Comecon is the Soviet bloc’s 
economic co-ordination and 
development agency. In some 
ways, it’s a counterpart to the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity. Members are the Soviet 
Union, East Germany, Hun- 
gary, Romania, Bulgaria, Cze- 
choslovakia. Poland, Mongolia, 
Vietnam and Cuba. 

Only the three Third World 
members — Cuba, Mongolia 
and Vietnam — were promised 
credits and technical assistance 
to improve their economies. 

The communique also sugges- 
ted that no consensus could be 
reached on charting radical 
reforms as demanded by the 
Soviet Union, Hungary, Poland 


and to a lesser extent by Cze- 
choslovakia and Bulgaria. 

East German Premier Willi 
Stoph, in a speech to the session, 
gave lukewarm approval to the 
idea of a future common market, 
but he indicated that his govern- 
ment remains opposed to Soviet- 
style restructuring of the econ- 
omy. 

The communique carried by 
the Czechoslovakian state news 
agency CTK listed Bulgaria. 
Hungary, Vietnam. East Ger- 
many, Cuba, Mongolia. Poland, 
the Soviet Union and Cze- 
choslovakia as member coun- 
tries supporting the idea of a 
future united market. 

Reaffirmed 

It said these countries “reaffir- 
med their earlier understanding 
on gradually creating conditions 
for mutual free movement of 
goods, services and other 
production factors, with the aim 
to create an integrated market in 
future, after preliminary study.” 

According to the official 
Romanian Agerpres news 
agency, Romanian Premier Con- 
stantin Dascalescu, apparently 
expressing disapproval of calls to 
reform the organisation, said 
member countries should con- 
centrate on increasing the supply 


of energy, fuel and raw materials. 

No progress was apparently 
made on when and now to 
introduce a mutually convertible 
currency or make all Comecon 
currencies convertible toward 
each other and on dropping the 
principle of unanimity in all 
major decisions. 

A protocol signed by the ten 
member countries was not made 
public. But the communique said 
that they approved the “concept 
of the international socialist 
division of labour for the years 
1991-2005. 

Agreed 

The group also agreed on a 
“comprehensive programme of 
multilateral co-operation” of 
European member stales with 
Cuba, Mongolia and Vietnam. 

According to the commun- 
ique. the meeting stressed that 
co-ordination of national econ- 
omic plans must be the main tool 
of implementation long-term 
programmes and a list of 
problems was agreed upon. 

The meeting did not. however, 
concur on radical changes. The 
communique said, “improve- 
ment of the mechanism of co- 
operation must be carried out 
step by step as the internal and 
external conditions mature."

EEC agrees 
to inject extra 
cash into 
special fund 

BRUSSELS. July 8, (Reuter): 
The European Economic Com- 
munity has agreed to inject 120 
million Ecus ($135 million) of 
extra cash imo a special Fund to 
compensate Third World coun- 
tries for falling commodity 
prices, an EEC spokesman said 
today. 

Bui officials of the 66-nation 
African. Caribbean and Pacific 
(ACPI group of developing 
nations immediately criticised 
the move as insufficient and 
called on the EEC to find a fur- 
ther 200 million Ecus ($225 
million). 

The dispute centres on the so- 
called Stabex system under 
which the community helps 
stabilise export earnings by ACP 
states — linked to the EEC 
through the Lome convention on 
aid and trade — by compensat- 
ing them for lost revenue. 

EEC officials acknowledge the 
system has been stretched to its 
limits by low world market prices 
for commodities. 


Nissan sales in S. Africa shrouded in secrecy 


JOHANNESBURG. July 8. 
(Reuter): Nissan, which 

produces a Japanese car widely 
used by South Africa’s police, 
has joined other local, 
automobile manufacturers in a 
sane lions- spurred move to hide 
its sales. 

Nissan on Wednesday became 
the third car company to effec- 
tively deprive South Africa of 
one of its leading economic 
indicators by refusing to disclose 
full monthly sales. 

A Nissan spokesman said: 
"It’s for competitive reasons, but 
also because of pressure on our 
suppliers." 

Important 

Car sales have long been con- 
sidered one of the most impor- 
tant barometers of South 
Africa’s economic health. 

Tony Twine, an automobile 
industry analyst at Econometrix 
Ltd, argued that lack of informa- 
tion could be more damaging 
than the use of published figures 
by pro-sanctions lobbies abroad. 

“You can't run a 20 billion 
rand ($10 billion ) a year industry 
on sketchy information," he 
said. 

Twine said Lhe automobile 
industry was South Africa's 
second largest after gold mining. 


It employs 300.000 people and 
accounts for 1 5 per cent of econ- 
omic activity. 

Toyota South Africa, the lead- 
ing local car company which also 
sells its vehicles under licence, 
said it would limit its disclosure 
because adverse publicity had 
embarrassed its Japanese sup- 
plier. 

“We have agreed that we must 
be careful in disclosing details 
because of the sensational use of 
the information by overseas 
media." Toyota's managing 
director Bert Wessels told the 
Johannesburg newspaper Busi- 
ness Day. 

Delia Motor Corporation, 
which was a subsidiary of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation until 
the US parent pulled out of 
South Africa in 1986. started the 
trend last month by withholding 
its sales figures, normally publi- 
shed by the National Association 
of Automobile Manufacturers of 
South Africa. 

This followed adecision by top 
Japanese car makers to curb 
exports of knock-down vehicle 
kits lo South Africa because of 
embarrassment about Japan's 
position as Pretoria's biggest 
trading partner. 

Japan replaced the United 


States as South Africa's leading 
trading partner in 1986 and last 
year two-way trade rose 19 per 
cent to $4.27 billion. 

Toyota and Nissan said in 
Tokyo in February that they 
would restrict exports of motor 
components, which account for 
about 40 per cent of Japan's 
exports to South Africa. 

The South African motor 
industry now plans lo increase 
the locally-manufactured con- 
tent of it£ vehicles. 

Pretoria has already clamped 
down on details of official trade 
statistics and no longer provides 
a breakdown of the country’s 
trade with individual nations. 

The government is also readily 
granting permission under a Hi- 
de-known clause in the compan- 
ies act for local Finns to limit their 
financial disclosure and mask the 
identities of affiliates doing busi- 
ness overseas. 

Four of South Africa’s 
automobile manufacturers, 
including West Germany's 
BMW and Daimler Benz, have 
not yet restricted sales informa- 
tion and the National Associa- 
tion said its members were now 
discussing publishing overall 
industry figures without a break- 
down by model or manufacturer. 


Japan’s governing party rocked by financial scandal 


TOKYO, Julv 8, (AP): Accusa- 
tions of insider trading with a 
political twist are rocking the 
dominant Liberal Democratic 
Party in the latest scandal reveal- 
ing the close ties between Japan- 
ese politics and business. 

But experts say it is unlikely to 
hurt the LDP seriously despite 
the participation of senior aides 
to Prime Minister Noboru Take- 
shi ta and at least three men who 
want to be premier. 

Affair 

The affair involves current or 
former private secretaries to 
Takeshita. Finance Minister Kii- 
chi Miyazawa, LDP Secretary- 
General Shintaro Abe. ex- 
Premier Yasuhiro Nakasone and 
at least four other ex-cabinet 
ministers. 

The aides have been identified 
among 76 people who obtained 
stocks of Recruit-Cosmos Co., a 
real estate and leasing company, 
at discounts before the shares 
were issued publicly. 

“This involves the most senior 
LDP officials, and there is going 
to be a major outcry' from the 
Japanese people,” said Shigeru 
Ito, a high-ranking official in the 
Japan Socialist Party, the num- 
ber one opposition party. 


“Their obtaining stocks 
before they go on the market is 
unfair and dirty,” Ito told the 
Associated Press. “Although 
they broke no law, they abused 
their positions to line their pock- 
ets. Political funding and the 
stock market are sure lo be 
examined now.” 

Under Japanese law, the 
stocks deal were technically legal 
because firms can determine to 
whom they sell shares and at 
what price. 

Made up 

Japan's major newspapers 
quoted informed sources as say- 
ing the secretaries — politicians' 
top aides and confidants — made 
up to $1 millio.' from sales of the 
slocks shortly after they were 
offered to the public in 1 986. The 
profits apparently were used for 
campaign funds and not for per- 
sonal gain. 

Fund-raising and gifts of 
money have long been the key to 
success in Japanese politics. Sen- 
ior lawmakers routinely pass out 
envelopes stuffed with bills lo 
their juniors to cultivate 
parliamentary votes and sup- 
port. 

In particular, stock market 
manipulation is a major revenue 


source for politicians and it is 
rarely challenged, according to 
Masayuki Fukuoka, a professor 
of political science at Tokyo's 
Komazawa University. 

“Money politics is so long- 
standing and deep-rooted in 
Japanese politics that it is con- 
sidered a necessary evil and seen 
as all right as long as people 
aren't caught,” Fukuoka said. 

Scheduled 

The scandal is likely to throw 
the next Diet (parliament) ses- 
sion scheduled to discuss the 
LDP's tax plans into disarray as 
opposition politicians attack the 
party on moral and ethical 

grounds. 

“People are going to be saying. 
we pay consumers taxes, we pay 
sales taxe%, why should 
politicians get away with this? ” 
Fukuoka said. 

The Recruit-Cosmos affair is 
the latest of several financial 
quagmires to hit the LDP this 
year.

ICC shelves vote on S. African links ban 


LONDON, July 8, (Reuter): The 
International Cricket Con- 
ference (ICQ. yesterday again 
shelved a vote on the controver- 
sial issue of players’ links with 
South Africa, admitting their 
own rules were a ‘minefield.' 

But' an app arently more con- 
ciliatory proposal from . West 
Indies received substantial sup- 
port, a top ICC official said at the 
end of the two-day annual meet- 
ing of the sports’s governing 
body.. . 

Issue 

A special ICC meeting is to be 
held at Lord's on Janizary 23 next 
year when the South African 
issueisexpectedtobevotedon — 
along with plans for a massive 
overhaul of the ICC’s constitu- 
tion. ’ 


“The rules and regulations of 
the ICC are quite frankly a min- 
efield and they do not stand up to 
present day cricket,” said 
secretary John Stephenson after 
the meeting. 

Confusion over rules govern- 
ing major issues has now meant a 
West Indies-inspired move to 
penalise players who in future 
play or coach in South Africa has 
twice had to be deferred. 

Originally, West Indies, 
backed by India, proposed a ban 
from Test cricket on offenders 
but this proposal was not discus- 
sed at the annual meeting. 

However, the ICC did spend 
time on a seemingly softer 
approach from West Indies 
which says that if players with 
South African connections are 


refused entry to any country a 
touring side must draff in 
replacements and the tour must 
go ahead. 

Stephenson said there was a 
large measure of support for 
West Indies’ new scheme. 

An Australian amendment 
that countries should retain the 
right to decide whether to fulfil 
tour obligations was also discus- 
sed. Both proposals remain on 
the agenda for the Jan uary meet- 
ing. 

Topics 

The ICC’s urgent need to give 
themselves some teeth in their 
decision making was clearly 
illustrated in their deliberations 
over several other topics. 

They recognised the need to 
have the experimental 15 overs 


per hour rules for Test matches 
written into the law book, but 
deferred action on the matter 
until next year. 

They also put off a decision on 
the venue for the 1991 World 
Cup until the special meeting in 
January. 

England’s bid to impose a 
compulsory span of seven years 
before overseas players were 
q ualified to represent their adop- 
ted countries is to go before a 
sub-committee. A call fora panel 
of neutral umpires will also go 
before a special sub-committee. 

The ICC did manage one firm 
decision. Nepal was granted 
affiliate membership of the ICC. 
raising the prospect of cricket 
being played in the shadow of 
Mount Everest.

A joint statement by the TCCB 
and the Sri Lankan Cricket 
TJoard sa uTS" decision 'couT<T hot 
be delayed any longer. 

“The TCCB much regret that 
this lour cannot lake place for 
the lime being. In conjunction 
with the Sri Lankan board it will 
keep tiie matter under review 
with tbe arm of rescheduling the 
tour at the earliest possible 
opportunity. 

“In the meantime, the TCCB 
looks forward to welcoming the 
Sri Lankan team to England 
later this month.” 

Other countries have taken 
similar decisions on touring Sri 
Lanka. New Zealand pulled out 
halfway through a tour in April 
1987 when trouble escalated. 

Australia twice called off 
proposed vials. They had plan- 
ned to spend 18 days there last 
September in preparation for the 
World Cup and had also been 
due to tour three months ago.

The 18-year-old Agassi con- 
trolled play throughout as the 
15th-seeded Spaniard was una- 


ble to handle the sixth-ranked 
American's powerful forehand 
groundslrokes. 

The third-seeded Gilbert, ran- 
ked ninth in the world, had been 
sidelined with a foot injury and is 
playing in his first tournament 
since Tokyo in April. 

He lost the third set tiebreak 7- 
4 on two unforced errors when he 
followed a double-fault by net- 
ting a volley. 

“I got a little lucky.” said 
Kures. “I did everything well and 
have no complaints. I think I'm 
probably better on clay and Brad 
prefers hardcourts.” 

Wilander, playing a con- 
servative game at times, lost his 
serve twice to the 86-ranked 
American. Bui for most of the 
match the third-ranked Swede 
displayed his clay court mastery. 

“Sometimes you don't take 
chances because deep inside you 
know you should make it to the 
finals," admitted Wilander. 


Aouita set to step up 
pace in 1 ,500 metres 


NICE. France. July 8, (Reuter): 
Olympic 5.000 metres champion 
Said Aouita of Morocco aims lo 
step up the pace as be takes on his 
third 1.500 metres race in six days 
at the Nikaia Athletics Grand 
Prix on Sunday. * 

Aouita, who resumed training 
only in mid- May after breaking a 
toe two months earlier, is aiming 
for an Olympic title a t the shorter 
distance in Seoul and wants lo 
prove to himself that he is almost 
back to his devastating besL 

But there will be no repeat of 
his epic clash in Nice three years 
ago. with Sieve-Cram . when the. 
Briton edged lo victory in a 
thriller which saw both break the 
previously unbeaten three min- 
utes 30 seconds barrier. 

Opted 

Cram, who lost his 1,500 
metres world record to the 
Moroccon later the same year, 
has opted lo race over 800 
metres. The Briton, a disappoint- 
ing eighth in the World Cham- 
pionships last year, showed he is 
still on target for Seoul with a 
brilliant race lo beat world cham- 
pion Abde Bile of Somalia in the 
Dream Mile in Oslo tomorrow. 

Aouita clocked a respectable 
three minutes 35.70 seconds to 
win the 1,500 metres in Stock- 
holm on Tuesday in his first 
Grand Prix appearance ofihe 
season. He was lo race the same 
distance in London this evening. 

“For me, it's the 1,500 metres 
which holds sway," he told the 


French sports paper L'Equipe. 
"1 have been classified as a 5,000 
metres specialist. It's true that 
I'm Olympic champion, world 
champion and the first to break 
thirteen minutes and that I've 
broken two world records.” 

“But I get no pleasure over the 
distance any more, I have noth- 
ing left to prove. 

“People always speak of 
Cram. (Briton Sebastian) Coe 
and Bile over 1 .500 metres. They 
forget too quickly that I hold the 
world record (3:29.46) and that 
I'm the only athlete to break 
three minutes 30 twice and three 
minutes 47 twice in the mile.” 

Aouita said he was ready to go 
through his paces. “I have fini- 
shed my preparation phase and ! 
feel better than ever. It is time to 
convert it into concrete results,” 
he said. 

The Moroccan said he plan- 
ned to run the 800 metres several 
times in August with a view to 
racing the distance at the Sum- 
mer Games too if he succeeded in 
breaking one minute 44 seconds. 
“If not, I will concentrate on the 
1 ,500 metres in Seoul,” he added. 

It would be astonishing if 
Aouita is on world record form in 
Nice but one athlete who is 
always capable of setting higher 
and higher standards will be 
there, Soviet pole vauller Sergei 
Bubka. Bubka notched his 
eighth outdoor world record 
with a 6.05 metre effort in Brat- 
islava last month. 


Growe may not return to county cricket in England 


WELLINGTON, July 8, 
(Reuter): New Zeal a n d bats- 
man Martin Crowe says he is 
not sure If he will ever return 
to county cricket in England. 

The brilliant right-hander 
has cm short his season with 
Somerset because of apainful 
and persistent back injury. 

Crowe told reporters on his 
return to New Zealand he had 
been advised to take the next 
four months off, and wanted 
to be fit for New Zealand’s 
end of year tour of India.; 


“International cricket is 
obviously the priority at this 
stage,” he said. “After that, 
who knows. But obviously 
there's a big question mark 
over my county career. 

Decision 

“At the moment my plan is 
just to get through the next 
New Zealand summer. Then a 
decision wall have to be made 
on whether 1 could get 
through another six months 
of cricket in England,” he 
said. 


“The club is aware of the 
possibility that I might not be 
able to go back, and they’ve 
been very supportive." 

The 25-year-old Test 
player said he had endured 1 8 
months of non-stopcricket by 
the time he arrived in Somer- 
set. 

The back injury, a legacy 
from overwork at the bowling 
crease, deteriorated during 
the grind of thecounty circuit. 

“I'm sort of used to the 
ache all the time now, and the 


back isn't strong at all. it'll 
lake a lot of work to buOd up 
the surrounding muscles so 
theyli be able to support the 
spine,” he said. 

Worst 

“The county circuit wasn’t 
doing it any good at all. I'd bat 
for a while, work up a sweat, 
cool down and my back 
would stiffen up. Then you’d 
hop in a car for four or five 
hours and it’d just get worse,” 
he said. 

“It got to the stage where I 


had to think seriously about 
my future and just forget 
about this season. It's some- 
thing I’ve really taken for 
granted for the last three or 
four years, but this season I 
had bad enough. 

“It's a major problem, and 
it's lime something was done 
about it.” 

Crowe has been told that 
surgery would be difficult and 
potentially disastrous lo his 
career. 

“The doctors have said tha t 


an operation is very risky, 
very tricky, and just out of the 
question," he said. 

“it was a difficult decision 
to come home. I spent an 
agonising week discussing it 
with the doctors and finding 
the answer in my heart. I knew 
the best thing would be to 
come home.” 

Crowe joined Somerset in 
1987 when the club dropped 
West Indian Viv Richards 
and Joel Garner, and lan 
BoLham resigned in protest.

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
July 8.

McRae said he would use the 
rally in a bid to retain his much- 
coveted world rally priority 'A' 
seeding. 

Although he will be driving the 
lesser-powered Ford Sierra 4x4, 
compared with the Cosworth 
powered rear-wheel drive Sierra 
used in the Northern Hemis- 
phere. McRae feels the winding 
roads will suit both his driving 
and the car. 

“This rally has far fewer long 
straights where the extra power 
of the Cosworth would ha ve been 
a definite advantage,” he said. 
“But our resting during the week 
before the rally has convinced us 
that four-wheel power out ofihe 
comers and the bigger brakes of 
the 4x4 are ideal for this event."

SENNA AND PROST OUTPACED 


Alboreto fastest in GP practice 


SILVERSTONE, England, July 
8, (Reuter): kalian Michele 
Alboreto rewrote the script for 
the British Grand Prix today 
when he outpaced Ferrari team- 
mate Gerhard Berger and the 
hotly-favoured McLarens of 
Frenchman Alain Prost and 
Brazilian Ayrton Senna to lake 
provisional pole position for 
Sunday's race. 

Alboreto, due to be replaced at 
Ferrari next season by Briton 
Nigel Mansell, clocked one min- 
ute 10.669 seconds to snatch 
front position from Austrian 
Berger by under a tenth of a 
second in a first qualifying ses- 
sion curtailed by rain. 

it was the first time this season 
that the Ferraris had enjoyed 
joint supremacy over the all-con- 
quering McLarens in either prac- 
tice or a race. 

Position 

Berger was second quickest 
after holding the leading position 
through most of the session, 
ahead of Senna and Prost. 

Brazilian Mauririo Gugelmin, 
driving a March, was fifth quick- 
est and fastest of the normally- 
aspirated contenders. Briton 
Derek Warwick in an Arrows 
was sixth. 

The Ferraris dominated the 
practice which was effectively 
ended early when rain swept 
across the circuit after4S minutes 
of the one-hour session . 

It was a bad day for the 


Williams team, with Mansell 
slightly injuring his knee in a high 
speedspin and Itlaian team-mate 
Riccardo Patrese failing to clock 
a flying lap and finishing out of 
the provisional grid positions. 

After the official announ- 
cement during the week of Man- 
sell's move to Ferrari, it had been 
expected that the Briton, who 
won last year's race in thrilling 
style, would shine in qualifying 
and Alboreto would struggle to 
keep pace with his rivals. 

Instead it was Mansell who 
was left trailing and with a jarred 
knee to add to his problems foll- 
owing a spi n on on ly his Lh i rd lap. 

"We have a major problem 
which has arisen today," he said 
afterwards. "And it is going to 
get worse over the next lwo races 
before it gets belter. 

"It cannot be fixed overnight 
and we are definitely struggling. 
But we have not given up trying. I 
have bumped my leg on the same 
place in the last two races — there 
is not fat and the knee is just skin 
and bone." 

Team boss- Frank Williams 
said: “We had problems with the 
reactive ride suspension. Its per- 
formance as a unit is not consis- 
tent from lap to lap and we are 
working on the problem.” 

Mansell was not the only 
driver to spin off. Minardi's 
Italian Pierluigi Martini went ofT 
at club comer where he hit a 
barrier. He was unhurt and 


walked back to the pits. 

Whjle Williams struggled with 
their unpredictable suspension, 
the March team — powered by 
the same normally — aspirated 
engines — enjoyed a successful 
day, with Gugelmin fifth and 
Italian Ivan Capelli eighth on the 
provisional grid. 

Gugelmin said Lhe car was the 
best he had ever driven but 
lacked the power to go any 
quicker. 

The McLaren team said they 
bad experienced difficulties with 
their aerodynamics during the 
windy session. Senna said: “My 
biggest problem was too much 
understeer. It has been a hard 
day and the rain did not help."

However Kelly and French- 
men Charly Mottet and Jean- 
Francois Bernard were gradually 
reeled in by the pack after being 
more than 1 minute. 20 seconds 
ahead about 30 kilometres (19 
miles) from the end. 


American and Iranian soldiers 
compete in wrestling event 


PALERMO, Italy. July 8, ( AP): 
Iranian and American soldiers 
are squaring off this week in an 
international wrestling cham- 
pionships in southern Italy, 
authorities reported Wednesday. 

The American and Iranian 
wrestlers have not yet met in 
competition but have been frien- 
dly and eaten together, said an 
Italian Navy warrant officer. 
Emilio Giannini. 

Most sq uads thought the Iran- 
ians planned to boycott the 
games when they did not arrive 
Tuesday for the opening 
ceremony. 

The day before. Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini called for 


“full-fledged war” after a US 
Navy cruiser shot down an Iran- 
ian plane carrying 290 people. 

However, the team arrived late 
Tuesday, and when the Iranian 
flag was raised at the start of 
Wednesday's competition, 
teams from the 10 other coun- 
tries burst into prolonged 
applause. 

Due to their late arrival, the 
Iranian soldiers were unable to 
compete in freestyle wrestling, in 
which the U$ squad won three 
gold medals. They will participate 
in the Greco- Roman style por- 
tion, which was to begin this 
evening. 


Close call for 
New Zealanders 

SAN DIEGO, July 8, (Reuter): 
An attempt at spying on the 
America's Cup defenders nearly 
ended in disaster when a US ten- 
der stopped just short of smash- 
ing into a New Zealand speed- 
boat, New Zealand team mem- 
bers admitted yesterday. 

Officials for both sides ackn- 
owledged the incident, which 
took place on Wednesday off San 
Diego. 

“The 60-foot (1 8.3m) 
American tender came within 
inches of the Kiwis' 25-foot 
(7.7m) chase boat as the New 
Zealand campaign mounted its 
first at-sea response to American 
spying on the big K-boaL,” said a 
release issued by the New 
Zealand camp yesterday. 



Bahrain hold 
Jordan to 
goalless draw 

AMMAN, July 8, (Reuter): The 
fifth Arab Football Champion- 
ships opened today in Amman 
with a goalless draw between 
Bahrain and Jordan watched by 
a crowd of 14,000. 

Rag-waving footballers from 
10 Arab countries paraded 
before Jordan's King Hussein 
and Arab Football Federation 
chairman Prince Faisal (bn Fahd 
of Saudi Arabia at the opening 
ceremony at the Hussein Inter- 
national Stadium. 

Qualifiers Egypt, Tunisia, 
Saudi Arabia and Lebanon join 
defending champions Iraq in 
Group One. Jordan, as host 
nation, heads Group Two with 
Kuwait, Bahrain, Syria and 
Algeria. 

Syria and Algeria were also 
playing late in theevening today. 

“I think the strongest conten- 
dersare the Iraqis, Egyptians and 
Tunisians,” said Mohammed 
Abdul Qader, secretary-general 
of the Jordanian Football 
Federation. “But Jordan and 
Syria will also put in a strong 
challenge.” 

Provoked 

Egypt, readmitted to the Arab 
Football Federation last year 
after an eight-year suspension 
provoked by Cairo's 1979 peace 
treaty with Israel, is competing 
for the first time. 

“The Egyptians are very keen 
to reoccupy what they consider 
their rightful position as the lead- 
ing Arab soccer nation,” said 
local sportswriter Samir Jan- 
aka t. 

Despi te five hours of live telev- 
ision coverage, there was a full 
house at the 25,000-seat stadium 
for the opening ceremony and 
today’s two games. 

Television coverage of all the 
games in the 12-day event will be 
beamed around the Arab world, 
the organisers said. 


Spurs pay 
£2m for 
Gascoigne 

LONDON. July 8. (Reuter): 
English First Division side Tot- 
tenham completed the singing of 
Newcastle midfielder Paul Gas- 
coigne yesterday for a British 
transfer record of £2 million 
($3.44 million) 

The England under-21 inter- 
national, who was also being 
chased by Manchester United, 
signed a five-year contract with 
the north London club. 

The sum bettered the previous 
highest British transfer fee of 
£1.9 million ($3.27 million) also 
paid to Newcastle when Liver- 
pool signed their England striker 
Peter Beardsley last July. 

Ceremony 

Tottenham manager Terry 
Venables said at the signing 
ceremony at the club’s White 
Hart Lane home: “We've been 
working on this for a long time 
and it's great to know it's all 



finished. We’ve had to fight off 
stiff opposition from other top 
clubs and that, in itself is a 
triumph.” 

Gascoigne said: “It is great to 
have things sorted out and I'm 
really looking forward to the 
season starting. It’s fantastic to 
sign for Spurs and I'm deter- 
mined to do well here.” 

Only three British players have 
cost more than Gascoigne and 
Venables was responsible for two 
of those. 

He was in charge at Barcelona 
when the Spanish giants paid 
£2.3 million ($3.96 million; to 
Manchester United for Mark 
Hughes and £2.7 milli on ($4.64 
million) to Everton for England 
striker Gary Uneker, both in 
1986. 

But Welsh international Ian 
Rush remains the most expensive 
Briton, Juventus having paid 
Liverpool £3.2 million ($5.5

The world's most expensive 
player is Dutchman Ruud Gullit. 
He cost Italian champions AC 
Milan $8.5 million last year. 

Gascoigne is Venables' second 
big money signing at Tottenham 
in recent weeks. He splashed out 
another £1.5 million ($2.58 
million) for Manchester City’s 
striker Paul Stewart — another 
. England under-21 player — and 
his spending since taking over at 
the London club late last year is 
almost £5 million ($8.6 million). 

He has recouped some of that 
money with the sale of Clive 
Allen to France's Bordeaux for 
£1 million ($1.72 million. 

Arriving 

Venables, bidding to lead Tot- 
tenham to their first League 
championship since 196 1 , said of 
Gascoigne and Stewart: “They 
are arriving at the right time for 
our pre-season build-up and 
both are young players with long 
and exiciting futures in front of 
them. 

“They are both winners and 
I'm confident Spurs supporters 
will quickly take lo them.” 

Gascoigne said: *'I am 
ambitious and will be giving 100 
per cent to help bring success to 
White Hart Lane.” 


Brazil defeat Australia 


MELBOURNE, July 8, (Reu- 
ter): Brazil ended an Australian 
dream when they beat the home 
side 1-0 on a mud heap of a pitch 
in the bicentennial Gold Cup 
soccer tournament yesterday. 

Australia disputed the goal, 
which was scored by striker 
Romano in the 31st minute, 
claiming it was offside. 

“Our dream to beat Brazil is 
oyer but we performed at the 
highest quality ever seen from an 
Australian team,” said coach 
Frank Arok. 

The Australians more than 
matched their famous opponents 
who have brought to the four- 
team tournament the team for 
the Olympic finals which is 
expected to form the nucleus of 
the side to contest the 1990 
World Cup. 

Four-team tourney 
back again 

LONDON, July 8, (Reuter): A 
four-team international soccer 
tournament, cancelled by the 
English Football Association 
(FA) last month over fears of 
crowd trouble, has been cleared 
to go ahead at Wembley next 
month as originally planned. 

The FA ’s change of heart 
means English fans will have a 
chance to watch Ruud Gullit, 
Frank Rijkaard and Marco van 
Basten — all members of the 
Netherlands' European Cham- 
pionship winning team — play- 
ing with their Italian club side 
AC Milan in the August 13-14 
tournament. 

The Italian champions will 
face West Germany's Bayern 
Munich and English First Div- 
ision teams Arsenal and Totten- 
ham.

the case was “unsurprisingly 
fabricated by certain parties. 

Asked to shed light on the 
case, he said that a KFA 
member, assigned to accom- 
pany a group of foreign 
referees in Kuwait, handed 
each referee $ 1 .000 upon their 
request lo purchase video 
recorders. 

“The escort was not 
required to give them the 
money.” Sheikh Fahd said. 
However, he added, the escort 
handed them the money as a 
"goodwill gesture" and not as 
bribes, since no additional 
games were lo be played in 
Kuwait at the time. 

“FIFA made Lhe decision 
to only fine Kuwait 25.000 
Swiss francs because it did not 
find KFA directly responsible 
for this mistake. If FIFA had 
been convinced that this was a 
bribe, it would have taken a 
more severe action like susp- 
ension of Lhe membership of 
KFA.” the Kuwaiti sports 
official argued. 

Sheikh Fahd is leading his 
country's delegation lo the 
fifth Arab Soccer Cup which 
began here today. He said 
that Kuwait was interested in 
seeing the tournament end 
with an “excellent perfor- 
mance” by the Arab teanw. 

“Kuwait is participating in 
the this tournament because it 
wants to provide experience 
to its players and is not seek- 
ing to win the cup," the 
Kuwaiti official indicated. 

“We are not looking for- 
ward to winning thechampion- 
ship as much as we are interes- 
ted in gaining more 
experience and enhancing the 
professional skills of our 
young players,” he added.
